V a paſſage, by the Northweſt 


part ot America in 58, degrees 
of Northerly laticude, . 


n N excellent Icarned man ok 
— > TW * — poꝛtuigale, ot finguler grauety, 
. a authoutie and experience tolde 
mee very lately, that one Au 
Cortereal, Captayne ofthe yle 
of Tercera about the yeere 
1574. which is not abone cight 
yercs paſt, ſtut a Shippe to diſs 
couer the Nozthweſt paſſage of. 
America. that the ſame ſhippe 
arriuing on the coaſt of che ſaide America in fiftie eyghte 
degrees of latitude, founde a great entrance exceeding deepe 
and bꝛoade, without all impediment of ice, into whiche they 
paſſed aboue twentie leagues, and found it alwaies to trende 
towarde the Souch, the lande lying lowe and plaine on ey⸗ 
ther ſide: And that they perſwaded chem ſelues verely, that 
there was a way open into the ſouth tea. But their victailes 
fayling chem, and being but one ſhippe, they returned backe 
agayne with toy, This place ſeemeth to lie in equal degrees 
of latitude, wich the firſt entrance ol the ſounde of Denmark 
betweene Nozway and the head land called in latin C:mbros 
rum promontorium, and therefore like to bee open and naut- 
gable a great part of the yeere, Andthisrepoztmay bee well 
annexed vnto the other eight reaſons mentioned in my epi⸗ 
ſtle dedicatozie,fo2 pzoofe ofthe likelihood ofthis paſſage by

ſhipfull ) that ſince the firſt diſco 
uezic of America(which is nowe 
full foureſcore and tenne yeeres) 
after ſo great conqueſts aod plan- 
tings of the Spaniardes and Por- 
tingales there, that wee of Eng- 
lande could never haue the grace 
©| ' co ſet faſt footing io ſuch fer- 
ull and temperate places, as are 
left as yet vnpoſſeſſed of them, But againe when I coofider 
that there is a time for all men,and ſee the Portingales time to 
be out of date, & that the nakedneſſe of the ſpaniards, and their 
loag hidden ſccretes are nowe at length eſpied, whereby they 
vent about to delude the worlde, 1 conceive great hope, that 
the time zpprocheth and nowe is, chat we of England may ſhare 
and part flakes (if wee will our (clues) both with the ſpaniarde 
and the Portingale io part of America, and other regions as yet 
vodiſcouered. And ſutel) if there were in vs that deſue to 
a duaunce the honour of our Countrie which ought to bee in 
euety good man, wee woulde not all this while haue ſote- 
ſlowne the poſſeſſing of thoſe landes, whiche of equitie 
and right appertaine vato vs, as by the diſcourſes that followe 
ſhall appeare moſt plainely. Yea if wee woulde beholde with 
the eye of pitie howe al our Priſons are pc ſlered and filled with 
able men to ſerve their Countrie, which for ſmall roberies are 
dayly hanged vp in great numbers even twentie at a clappe out 
of one iayle(as was ſeene at the laſt aſſiſes at Rockeſler ) wee 
woulde haſten and further every wan to his power the deduc- 
ting of ſome Colonies of our ſuperfluous people into thoſe rem- 
petate ard fertile partes of America, which being within fixe 
weekes 
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weekes ſayling of England are yet vnpoſſeſſed by any Chriſtians: 
and ſeeme to offer themſelues vnto vs, ſtretching neerer vnto ker 
Maieſties Dominions,thea to any other part of Europe, Wee 
reade thatthe Bees,whethey grow to be too many in their own 
hiues at home, ate wont to bee led out by their Captaines to 
ſwarme abroad, and ſeeke themſelues a new dwelling place. 
If the examples of the Grecians and Carthaginians of olde 
time, and the practiſe of our age may not mooue vs, yet let vs 
learne wiſdome of theſe ſmal weake and vnreaſonable creatures. 
It chaunced very lately that vpon occaſion I had great conference 
in matters of Coſmographie wich an excellent learned man of 
Portingale, moſt priuie to all the diſcoveries ofhis nation, wha 
wondered that thoſe bleſſed countries, from the point of Hlori- 
— — a da Northward, were all this while vnplanted by Chriſtians, pro- 
galc. unc teſling with great affection and zeale,that if hee werenowe as 
young as I(for at this preſent hee is threeſcore yeeres of age)hee 
woulde ſel all hee had, being a man of no ſmall wealth and ho- 
nour,to furniſh aconuenient number of ſhips to ſea for the in- 
habiting of thoſe countries, and reducing thoſegentile people 


Matter John to chriſtianitie. Moreover hee added that Tohn Barros their 


Barros the 


enuſce of the ins chieſe Coſmographer being moued with the like deſite, was the 


* habiting of cauſe that Breſilia was firſt inhabited by the Portingales : where 


Bulllia, they haue nine baronies or lordſhips, & thirtie engennies or ſu- 
ger milles, two or three hundred ſlaues belonging to eche myll, 
with a ludge, and other officers, & a Church: ſo that every mill 
is as it were alittle common wealth: and that the countrie was 
firſt planted by ſuch men, as for ſmall offences were ſaued from 
the rope. This hee ſpabe not onely vnto mee and in my hearing, 
but allo in the preſence of a friend of mine, a man ofgreat ſkill in 
the Mathematikes. If this mans deſire might bee executed, wee 
might not only for the preſent time tabe poſſeſs ĩon of that good 
land, but alſo in ſhort ſpace by Gods gt ace ſinde out that ſhorte 
and eaſie paſſige by the Northweſt, which we haue hetherto ſo 
long deſired, and whereof wee haue many good and more then

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well as my ſelfe, Firſt therefore it is not to bee forgotten, that Se» 
baſtian Gabot wrote to maſter Baptiſta Ramuſius, that he very- 
ly beleeued that all the North part of America is diuided into I: 
landes. Sccondly that maſter Iohn Verarzanus, which had been 
thriſe on that coaſt, in an olde excellent mappe, which he gaue to 
king Henrie the eight, and is yet in the cuſtodie of maſter Locke, 
doth ſo lay it out, as it is to bee ſeene in the mappe annexed to 
the end of this boke, beeing made according to Verarzanus plat. 
Thirdly the ſtory of Gil Gonſalua recorded by Franciſcus Los 
pes de Gomara, which is ſaide to haue ſovghe a paſſage by the 
Northweſt, ſeemeth to argue and proue the ſame , Fourthly, 
in the ſecond relation of Iaques Cartier the 13.Chapter the peo - 
ple of Saguinay doe teſtifie that vpon their coaſtes Weſtwarde 
there is a ſea the ende whereof is yoknowne vnto them, Fiftly, 
ia the end of that diſcourſe is added this, as a ſpecial temem · 
brance, to wit, that they of Canada ſay that it is a monethes 
ſpace to ſaileto a lande where cinamon and cloves are growing, 
Sixtly , the people of Florida ſignified vnto lohn Ribault(as it 
is expreſſed in his diſcourſe heerewithall imprinted) that they 
might (aile from the Riuer of May vnto Ceuola and the ſouth 
fea through their countrie within ewentie dayes. Seuenthly, 
the experience of captaineFrobiſher on the hyther fide, ard Sir 
Fraunces Drake on the backe fide of America, with the teſtimo · 
nie of Nicolaus and Anthonius Zeni,that Eſlotilanda is an Is 
lande, doth yeelde no ſmall hope thereof, Laſtly, the iudges 
ment of the excellent Geographer Gerardus Mercator, which his 
ſonne Rumold Mercator my friende ſhewed mee in his letters, & 
drewe out for mee in writing, is not of wiſe men lightly to bee 
regarded.

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of Frobiſher, which I wonder was neuer theſe many»yeeres 
heeretofore attempted, For there is no doubt, but that there 
is a ſtraight and ſhore way open into the Welt cuen vnto Ca- 
thay, Iato which kingdome, if they take their courſe aright, 
they ſnall gather the moſt noble merchandiſe of all the worlde, 
and ſhall make the name of Chriſte to bee knawne vnto many 
idolatrous and Heathenpeople. And heereto conclude and 
ſnut vp this matter, I haue hearde my ſelſe of Merchants ofcte · 
dite that haue liued long in Spaine, that King Phillip hach made 
a lawe of late that none of his ſubiectes ſhall diſcouet to the 
Northwardes of fiue and ſortie degrees of America: whiche 
may bee thought ta proceede chiefly of two caules, the one, 
leaſt paſsing farther to the North they ſhould diſcover the open 
paſſage from the ſouth ſea to our north ſea: the other becauſe 
they haue not people enough to poſſeſſe and keepe that paſſage, 
but rather thereby ſhoulde open a gappe for other nations to 
paſſe that way , Certes if hetherto in our owne diſcoueries 
we had not beene led with a prepoſterous defire of ſeeking ra- 
ther gaine then Gods glorie, I aſſure my ſelf that ourlabours had 
taken fatre better effecte. Bur wee forgotte, thatGodlineſle is 
great riches, and that if we firlt ſerke the kingdome of God, al o- 
ther thinges will be giuen vnto vs, and that as the light accompas 
nieth the Sunne, and the heate the fire, ſo laſting riches do waite 
ypon them that are zealous for the aduauncement of the king. 
dome of Chriſt, aod the enlargement of his glorious Goſpell: as 
it is ſayde, I will honour them that honour mee, I truſte that 
nowe being taught by their manifolde loſſes our men will take 
a more godly courſe, aud yie ſome part of their goods to his glos 
rie: if not, he will curne euen their couetouſnes to ſetue him, 1s 
he hath done the pride and auarice of the Spaniardes and Por- 
tingales, who pretending in glorious words that they made their 
diſcoveries chiefly to conuert Infidelles to our moſt holy faith, 
(as they ſay) indeed and truth ſought not them, but theirgoods 
and riches. Whiche thing that our nation may more ſpeedily 
& happily per forme, there is no better meane in my ſimple judge 
mee then che increaſe of knowledge in the arte ofnauigation, & 
breas 
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breading of kilfulneſſe ia the ſea men: whiche Chatles the a- 
perour and the kiog of Spaine that nowe is wiſcly conſide rung 1 
have io their Contractation houſe in Siuill appointed aleazped The cdtrncratts 
reader of the ſayde art of Nauigation, and joyned with him cer? houſe at Biuill, 
taype examiners, and haue diſtinguiſhed the orders among the 
ſea men, as the groomet whiche is the baſeſt degree, the mars 
rinet which is the ſeconde, the maſter the thitde, aud the pilote 
the fourth, vnto the which two laſt degrees none igadairedd 
without hee haue heard the reader for a certaine ſpace(which is 
commonly an excellent Mathematician, of which number weie 
Pedro di Medina which write learnedly of the art of navigation, 
and Alonſo di Chau: ⁊ & Hieronimus di Chatez, whoſe works 
likewiſe Ihaue ſcene) and being founde fitre by him and his aſ- 
ſiſtantes, which are to examine matters touching experience, 
they are admitted with as great ſolemnitie and giuing of preſents 
to the ancient maſters and Pilots, and the reader and examiners, 
as the great doctors in the Vniverſities , or our great Sergeantes 
at the lav when they proceed, and ſo are admitted to take charge 
for the Indies, And that y out worſhippe may kuowe that this 
js true. Maſter Steuen Bortows,nowe one ofthe foure maſters of qi Su¹,jEV 
the Queenes nauie, tolde me that newely after his rerurne from Borrowes« 
the diſcouery of Moſcouie by the North, in Queene Maries daies, | 
the Spaniards, hauing intelligence that he was maſter in that diſ- 
couerie, tooke him into their cõtractition houſe at their making 
and admitting of maſters and pilot s, giuing him great honour, & 
preſented him with a payre of perfumed gloues woorth ſiue ot 
ſixe Ducates. I ſpeake all this to this ende, that the like order A lecture of the 
of ereting ſuch a Lecture here in London or about Riteliſfe in art ofnautgatis 
ſome convenient place, were a matter ofgte at conſequence and nectſſarit foz ra 
importance, for the ſauing of many mens hues and goods ,which be erecred in 
nowe through groſſe ignorance ate dayly in great hazerd, to the G 
no ſmall detrimeut of the whoke tealme.

Next I haue cauſed to bee 
added the letters of M. Robert Thorne to King Henrie the eight, 
and his diſcoutſe to his Ambaſſadout doctor Ley in Spaipe of the 
like argument, with the kings ſetting out of two ſhips fþr diſco- 
uerie in the 19. yere of his raigne. The Ihaue tranſlated the voy⸗ 
age of Ioha Verarzanus from thirtie degrees to Cape Briton, (& 
the laſt yeere at my charges,and other of my friendes by my ex- 
hortation , Icauſed Iaques Cartiers two voyages of diſcoue- 
ring the grand Bay, and Canada, Saguinay, and Hochelaga to bee 
tranſlated out of my Volumes, which are to be annexed to this 
preſent tranſlation). Moreouer following the order of the map, 
and not the courſe of time, I haue put downe the diſcourſe of

And that the ſaide Jlandes,with other there about, abounde 
w gold,Rubies, Diamonds, Balaſſes, Granaten, iacincts # 
other ſtones g pearles,as al other lãds, that are vnder @ nere 

equinoctial.Fo2 we ſee, where nature giuech any ching, ſhe 

no nigarde. F; as with vs and other, that are aparted 
from the ſayde equinoctiall,our mettalles be lead,cynne,and 
p2on,ſo theirs be golde , ſuluer, and copper. And as our 
fruites and graines be aples,nuttes,and copne,ſo theirs bee 
darts, nutmegges, pepper, cloues. and other ſpices, ves 
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wee haue iette, amber, criſtall, iaſper, and other like ones, 
ſo haue they rubies,diamonds, balaſſes, ſaphires, Tacincts, 
and other like. And though ſome ſay that of ſuch precious 
mett als, graines 02 kind of ſpices,and pzectous ſtenes, the a- 
boundance and quantitte is nothing ſo great, as our mettals, 
fruites 02 ſtones aboue rehearſed:pet if it be well conſidered, 
how the quantitie of the earth vnder the equinoctiall to both 
the tropicall lines, (in which ſpace is founde the ſaid golde, 
ſpices and pꝛecious ſtones) to be as much in quantitie, as al · 
molt all the earth from the tropickes to both the poles:it can 
not be denied but there is mote quantitie of the ſaidmettels, 
fruites,ſptces,and pꝛecious ſtones, then there is of the other 
mettels and other thinges befoze rehearſed .

Nowe to knowe in what longitude any lande is, 
voter Lopdeſhippe muſt take a ruler oz a compaſſe, and ſec 
the one foote of the compaſſe vpon the lande oz coaſt whoſe 
dongitude pou woulde knowe , and extende the other 
foore ofthe compaſle to the nexte parte of one of che tranſs 
uerſall lines in the Oztencall oz Occidentall part: which 
done, ſet the one foote of the compaſſe in the ſaide tranſ⸗ 
uerſall lyne at the ende of the nether ſcale , the ſcale of 
longitude, and the other foote ſheweth the degree of lon⸗ 
gitude that the region is in. And pour Lopdſhippe muſt 
vnderſtande that chis carve though little contepneth the 
bniuerſall whole woꝛlde betwixce the twoo collacerall 
lines the one in the Occidentall parte veſcendeth perpen· 
dicular vppon the 175. degree, and the other in the 
Dnentalt on the 170. degree, whoſe diſtaunce meaſus 
reth the ſcale of longitude, And that whiche is without 
the two ſayde tranſuerſall lynes is onely to ſhew howe the 
Dyuiencal part is ioyned with the Occident, x &Dccident with 
the Ozient. Fo? that that is ſet without the line in the On; 
ent parte, is the ſame that is ſet within the other line in the 
Occwentall parte: and againe that that is ſette without 
che line in the Occidentall part. is the ſame that is ſet with 
in che line on the Oꝛientall parte: To ſhewe that though 
this figure of the woꝛlde in playne oz flat ſeemeth to haue 
an ende, pet one imagining chat this ſapde carde were ſet 
by2n around thing. where the endes ſhoulde touche by the 
lines, it would plainely appeare howe the Ozient part top» 
neth with the Occident, as there without the lines it is de⸗ 
ſeribed e figured, And foz moꝛe declaration of che (aſd card, 
pour L ozdſhip ſhall vnderſtand, chat beginning on the parte

moze at large: the which ſtraite ſea is right againſt the 


three hundred fifteene degrees of Longitude , and is of 
Latitude oz altitude from the Equinocttall fiftie tee de» 
grees, The firft lande from the ſayd beginning of the car de 
towarde the O1ient is certaine Jlandes of the Canaries & 
Jlandes of Capo verde. But the firſt mayne lande next to 
the line Equmoctiall is the ſayde {apo verde, and from 
thence nozthwarde by the ſtreite of this ſea of Italie. And 
ſo followeth Spapne , Fraunce , Flaunders, Almaine, 
Denmarke and Nozway, which is the higheſt parte tow⸗ 
ard the Nozth. And ouer againſt Flaunders are our Jlands 
of England and Jrelande. Df che landes and coaſtes withs 
in the ſtraites J haue ſet out onelpe the Regions, deut- 
ding them by lynes of their lymittes. by whiche playnelie 
Ichinke your Lopdſhip may ſce , in what ſituatid euery re⸗ 
gion is, and of what highneſſe, x with what regions it is ioy· 
ned. I doe thinke few are leſte out ot all Europe , In the 
partes of Aſia and Aﬀrica J could not ſo well make the (aid 
diuiſions: t; that they be not ſo well knowen, na neede not 
ſo muche, This J white becauſe in che ſapde carde ber made 
the ſapde lynes and ftrikes, that your I ozdſhippe ſhoulp 
buderſtande wherefoze chey doe ſerue . Alſo returning 
to fozeſapde Capo verde the coaſt goeth @outhwarde to 
a cape called Capo de bone ſperanſa : which is right oucr 
agaynſt the ſixtye and ſixtie fifte degree of Longitude. 
Ind by this cape goe the Poztincrales to their ſpicerie. 
Fo? from this cape towarde che Dient, is che Lande 
of Calicut, as your Lodſhrppe may ſee in the head lande o« 
ucr againſt the 1 30. degree. From the ſaid cape of Bora Spe. 
rama the coall returneth coward the line Equinoctiall, and 
paſſing foozth entreth the readſea, & returning out entrceh 
againe into the gulfe of Perſia, and returnech towarde 
che Equinoctiall line, — comes:

making a Gulfe, where is the riuer of Ganges, returneth 
cowarde the line to a head lande called Malacha , where is 
the pꝛintipall ſpicerie: And from this cape returneth and 
maketh a great gulfe,and after the coaſt goeth right toward 
the Ozient, and ouer againſt this laſt gulte and coaſt be ma⸗ 
me Jlandes,which be Jlandes ofthe ſpiceries ofthe Empe⸗ 
rour, Upon which the Poꝛtingales and he be at vartaunce, 
The laid coaſt gocth towarde the Ozient, and endeth right 
againſt the 15 5.degrees,and after returneth toward the oc- 
cident Nozthwarde : which coaſt not yet platnely knowne 
Imap iopn to che new found land found by vs, chat I ſpake 
ofbefoze, Do that J finiſhe with chis a bziefe declarati⸗ 
on ofthe carve afozeſapde, Mell I knowe J ſhoulde alſo 
haue declared how the coaſtes within che ſtreites of the 
Dea of Italie runne. It is plaine that paſſing the ſtreites 
on the Noꝛchſide of chat Sea after the coaſt of Granado, 
and with that which pertaynes to payne, is the coaſt of 
that which Fraunce hath in Jtalie, And then followeth 
in one peece all Italie, which lande hath an arme ofaſea 
wich a gulfe which is called Mare Adriaticom . And in 
the bottome ofthis gulfe is the citie of Aenice. And onthe 
ather part ofthe ſaid gulfe is Sclauonia,and nexte Grecia, 
then the ſtreites of Conſtantinople.and then the Sea called 
Exxmm, which is within the ſaide ſtreites: And com» 
ming out of che ſaid ſtraits loweth toward Turcia mas 


io. (Though now on both ſides it is called Turtia.) And 


fo the coaſt runneth Southward to @p2ta, and ouer ag ainſt 
che ſaid Turcta are the Jlades of Rhodes, Candie, and Cp 
pus, And ouer againſt Italie are the Jlandes of Sicilia x 
Sardinia, And ouer againſt Spaine is Paiozca and mino 
ca, In the ende ofthe gulfe of @p2ia is Judea, And from 
thence returneth the coaſt coward the Occident, till it com- 
meth to the ſtreites where wee beganne, whiche all is the 
coaſt of Aﬀeicke oz Barbarie, Alſo your (hall 
dnderftande that the coaſtes of the Sea tinoughout all the 
wwozld I haue coloured with yellow fo that it max 22 
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that all that is within the ne coloured yellow, is to be ima⸗ 
ginedto be mayne land oz Jland: and all without che ſapde 
line ſo coloured to bee Sea: whereby it is eaſie and light to 
knom it. Albeit in this little roome any other deſcription 
wouldrather haue made it obſcure then cleere. Alſo the ſapd 
coaſts ofthe Sea are all ſet iuſtly after the manner # fozme 
as they lye, as the nauigation appzooueth tht chzoughout all 
the carde,ſaue onely the coaſtes and Jles of the ſpicerie of þ 
Emperour which is from ouer againſt the 160. to the 215. 
degrees of Longitude. Foz theſe coaſtes ſituations ofthe 
Jlands euery of the Coſmographers and pilots of Poztin- 
gall and payne doe ſet after their purpoſe. The Spani⸗ 
ards moze towards the Oꝛient, becauſe they ſhould appeare 
to appertaine to the Emperour: and the Poztingalles moze 
toward the Occident, fo2 that they ſhould fall within their 
qurildiction, So that the Pilots & nauigants thither, which 
in ſuch caſes ſhould declare þ truth, by their induſtrie doe ſec 
chẽ falſely euery one to fauour his pzince, And foz this cauſe 
can be no certaine ſituatiũ sf þ coaſt # Jlands, til this diffe- 
rence betwixte them be veriſied. Nowe to come to the 
purpoſe of pour Lozdſhippes demaunde touching the diffe- 
rence betweene the Emperour and the king of Poꝛtingall, 
ta vnderffid it better, J muſt declare þ beginning ofthis diſs 
tcouering. Though peradut᷑ture pour Lozdſhipmay ſay þ in 
that J haue ditt ought ofpurpoſe J fall in the Pꝛouerbe, 
—— But pour Lo2dſhip commaundedme 
large,# I take licence to be-pjolixouſe, # ſhalbe perad- 
— your Lozdſhip knowech that “ rg os 
raxtia verboſins, In the ptert 1484.the king of Poꝛtingal 
minded to arme certaine caruelles to diſcouer this ſpicerv. 
Then fozaſmuch as he feared that being diſcouered cue rie 
ochcr pzince would ſend e trade thicher ſo þ che coſt & peril 
ol diſcouering ſhould be his, g the pzofite common ; where 
foze firſt he gaue knowledge ofthis his mynd to al pʒinces 
— — — inſidels newe 


of regions, therſe would make a certain army: 
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eniop his parte of che pꝛolite oz honour chat ſhoulde come 
ofic . And as then this diſcouering was holden fo2 a 
fraunge thing and vncertaine. Nowe they ſap,chat all the 
Dꝛinces of Chuſtendome aunſweared chat they woulde bee 
no part of ſuch an armp, noz yet of the pꝛoſite þ micrht come 
of it. After the which he gaue knowledge tothe Pope of his 
purpoſe,# of the anſwere of all the Pznces,deſiring him p 
ſeeing that none would helpe in the coſtes , that hee woulde 
iudge all that ſhoulde bee founde and diſcouered to be of his 
iurildiction, and commaund that none other Pꝛinces ſhouly 
intermeddle therewith, The Pope ſaide not as Chſt ſaith, 
Qi me confttuit iudicem inter vor? e did not refuſe, hut 
making him ſelfe as Lozde and Judge of all, not only graũ⸗ 
ted that all that ſhould be diſcouered from Dyife to Decidfe 
ſhould be the kings of Poztingall, but alſo, that vpon — 
cenſures no other Pzince ſhould diſcouet but he: And if chey 
did, all co be the kinges of Poztingall.Sohe armed afleete, 
and in the peere 1487,was diſcoueredy Jlands of Calicur, 
from whence is bought all the ſpice he hach. After this in 
the peere 1492. the king of Svaine willing to diſcoucr 
landes cowarve the Occident without making any ſuch di- 
ligence, oꝛ taking licence of the king of Poztingale, armed 
ccrtapne caruellcs, and thenviſcoucred this India Occiden⸗ 
tall, eſpecially two Jlandes of the ſaide India, chat in this 
carde J ſec foozth named the one Ladominica, and the other 
Cuba, ind bzonghe certaine gold from thence, Ok the which 
when the king of Poꝛtingall had knowledge, he ſent to che 
king of Spayne, requiring him to giuchim y ſaidAlands, 
Fo that by the ſentence of the Pope all that ſhould be diſco⸗ 
uered was his, and that he ſhould not p2oceede further in che 
diſcoucrie without his licence, And at the (ame time it ſee- 
mech chat out of Caltill, into Poztingale had gone for feare 
of burning infinite number of Jewes that were expelled one 
of Spapne,fo2 chat they would not turne to be Chaiſtians,# 
carried with the infinite number of gold x ſiluer, So that it 
ſeemeth that che king vf payne anſwered that it was reaſd 
chat the king of Poztingall aſked , and that to bee obe dient 
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tude, to 180. of the ſayde ſtale of longitude, which is 
che woꝛlde toward the Dꝛient , and finiſheth in this carde 


5 hundꝛeth andeightie 
other halfe of the wozlde ;'to bee che 


that which che pope had decreed, he would glue him the faid 
Jlands of che Indies. Now fo as much as it was decreed 
detwixe þ ſaid kings. p none ſhould receine þ others ſubieces 
kugitiues,noz their goodes,therefoze the king of Pozeingale 

pay and returne to the king of Spaine a million of 
Golde oz moge, that the Jewes had carried out of Spaine to 
Poxcingale;and that ſo doing he would giue theſe Flandes 
and deſiſt from any moze diſcouering. And not fulfilling this 
he would not onely not gue theſe Jlands , but pyocure to 
diſcouer moze where him thought beſt. It leemeth that the 
king of Poztingale would not oz could not with his eaſe 
pay this mony. And lo not paying that he coulde not lee the 
king ofSpaine co diſcouer: ſo that hee enterpꝛiſed not to⸗ 
ward the Ozient where he had begun and found che ſpicerp.. 
And conſented to the king of Spaine that touching this diſ⸗ 
couering they ſhould deuide the wozlve betweene them two. 
And chat all that ſhould be diſcoucred ſrõ Capo verde, where 
this carde beginneth co be counted in the degrecs. of

may be meaſured , but by coniectures, as the Nauigantes 
baue eſteemed the way thep haue gone. But it is manifeſt 
that Spapne had the ſituation of all the landes from Cape 
verde. towarde the Datent of the Poztingalesto their 180. 
degrees. And in all their cardes they neuer hitherto ſet the 
ſapd Jlands within their limitatid of the ſayd 180. degrees: 
(Though they knew very well ofthe Jlandegs, ) til nowe 
that the Spaniardsdiſcouered them. Aud it is knowne chat 
the king of Poꝛtingale had trade to theſe Alands afoze, but 
would neuer ſuffer Poztingale to goe thither from Calicut: 


-fo2 Co much as hee knewe chat it fell out of his dominion : 


leaſt by going thither there might come ſome knowledge of 
thoſe other Jlandes ofthe king of payne, but bought che 
clones of Perchauntes of that countrie, that bzowght them 
to Calicut, much deerer then they would haue coſt, i he hay 
ſec for th, thinking after this maner it would abide alwaies 
ſecrete, And now that it is diſcouered he ſendes and keepes 
the Spaniervs from che trade all that he can. Alſo it hould 
ſeeme chat when this fogeſaive conſent of che diuiſion of the 
wylve was agreed af betweene them, the: king of Pox 
tingale had alreadpe diſcouered certayne Jlandes that 
Ive ouer againſt Cape verde, and alſo certayne parte 
of themayne lande of India towarde che South , from 
whencehe fet- B)aſill, and called it che lande of Baſil. 
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Capo verde e and after this, his r 8o. degrees, being his part 
ofthe wzlve, ſhoulde beginne in the Carde right auer 
gainlf che 340 degrees, where J haut made a lictlecom- 
paſſe wich a croſſe, and ſhoulde finiſhe at the x 60.degree, 
where alſo I haue made an other little marke.

C1zote not to your Pa Chii- 
ſtian king) ſince the time wee ſuffered 
the cempeſk in the Noth partes, of the 
ſucceſle ofthe foure Ships, which pour 
| gpaiettieſenc foxch to dilcouer new lands 
by the Ocean, thinking your Pateſtie 
had been alreadie duly entoꝛmed thereof, 
Nowe by theſe pteſents J will giue your Þateſtie to vn- 
derſtand, howe by the violence of the windes wee were foz- 
ced with ỹ two ſhips, the Norman and the Dolphin, in ſuch 
tuill caſe as they were, to lande in Britaine, UWhereafter 
wee had repaired them in all pointes as was needefull and 
armed them very well, wee tooke our courſe a long by the 
coaſt of Spaive, Afterwardes with the Dolphin alone, 
wee determined to make diſcouerie of newe Countries, 
copzoſecute the nauigation wee had alreadie begun, which 
J purpoſe at this pꝛeſent co recount bntoyour Matieſtie, to 
make manifeſt the whole pzoceeding of the matter. The 
17 of Januaxie, che yeere 1524. by the grace of God, wee 
departed from the diſhabited Rocke, by the Iſle of Madera, 
appertaining to the king of Portingall, with fiftie men, with 
victuals, weapon, and other ſhip! munition very well pꝛo⸗ 
uided and furniſhed foz 8.monethes: And ſayling weſtwards 
with a faire Eaſterly winde, in 25, dayes wee ranne 500, 
leagues,and the 20,of Febjuarie wee were ouertaken with 
as ſharpe and terrible a tempeſt as euer any ſaylers ſuffe- 
red: whereof with ỹ diuine helpe & mercifull aſſiſtaunce of 
Ahmightie God,and the geodncſle of our —

wich the good hap of her foꝛtunate name wee were deliue⸗ 
red, and with a pzoſpcrous wind followed our courſe Teſt 
& by Notch . And in other 2 ;,dayes wee made aboue 400, 
leagues moꝛe, where wee diſcouered a newe land neuer bes 
foze ſeene ol any man either auncient oz moderne, and at the 
firſt ſight it ſeemed ſomewhat lowe, but beeing within a 
quarter of a league of it, wee perceiued by the great fiers 
that wee ſawe by che Sea coaſte that it was inhaditcd: and 
ſaw that the lande ſtretched to the South wards :in ſeeking 
ſome conuenient harboꝛough whereby to come a lande, and 
haue knowledge of the place, wee ſapled fiftie leagues in 
vaine, and ſeeing the lande to runn ſtill to the Southwards 
wee reſolued to returne backe againe towardes the Roꝛth, 
where we found our ſelucs troubled with the like difficulty 
at length beeing in deſpaire to finde any poze, wee caſte 
anker vpon the coaſt, and ſent our Boate toſhoze, where we 
ſawe creat ſtoze of people which came to the Sea ſide, any 
ſeeing vs to appꝛoche they fled away, and ſometimes would 
ſtande ſtill and looke backe, beholding vs with great admi⸗ 
ration: but afterwardes beeing animated and aſſured wich 
ſignes that wee made them,ſome of them came harde to the 
Sea ſide ſeeming to reioyce very muche at the ſight of vs, 
and marueiling greatly at our apparell,fhape and whitenes, 
ſhewed vs by ſundyy ſignes where wee might moſt commo⸗ 
diouſly come a land with our Boat,offering vs alſo of their 
victualstocate , Nowe J will bitefly declare to pour 
Muieſtie their life and manners, as farre as wee coulde 
baue notice thereof : Theſe people goe altogeather naked 
except only that they couer their pziute partes with certaine 
ſkinnes of beaſtes like vnto Marterns, which they faſten 
vnto a narrowe girdle made of graſſe verye artificially 
wought,hanged about wich tailes of diuers other beaſtes, 
which rounde about their bodies hang dangling downe to 
their knees. Some of them weare garlandes of byzdes 
feathers. The people are of colour ruſſet , and not 
much vnlike che Saracens, their hayze blacke, chicke and 
not 
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Morum bega. 
not very long, which they tye togeather in a knot behinde 
E weare it like a taile. They are wel featuredincheir limbs, 
of meane ſtature and commonly ſomewhat bigger then we, 
bzode bzeaſted, trong armes, their legges and other partes 
of their bodies well faſhioned,and they are diſfigured in no⸗ 
thing ſauing that they haue ſomewhat bode viſages,and pet 
not all of them: foꝛ wee ſawe many of them well fauoured 
hauing blacke and great eyes, with a cheerefull and ſtedie 
looke, not ſtrong of body pet ſharpe witted, nymble and 
greatrunners, as farreas we coulde learne by experience, 
and in thoſe two laſt qualities they are like to the people 
of che Eaſt partes of the wozlde,andeſpecially co them of 
the vttermoſt partes of China, wee coulde not learne of 
this people their manner of liuing, noz their particuler cu- 
ſtomes by reaſon of þ ſhoꝛt abode we made on the ſhoze,our 
companie being but ſmall, and our ſhip ryding farre of in 
the Sea. And not farre from theſe we founde an other peo⸗ 
le, whoſe lining wee thinke co bee like vnto theirs, (as 
eafter I will declare vato your Maieſtie,) ſhewing at 
this pꝛeſent the ſituation and nature of che fozeſaide lande: 
The ſhoze is all couered with ſmall ſande, and ſo aſcendeth 
bpwardes fo the ſpace of fifteene foote riſing in fozme of 
little hilles about fiftie paces bzoade, And ſapling fozwards 
wee founde certame ſmall Riuers and armes of the Sea, 
that enter at certain creekes, waſhing the ſhoze on both ſides 
as the coaſt lyeth, And beponde this wee ſawe the open 
Countrie riſing in height aboue the ſandie ſhoze with many 
fayze fieldes and plaines,full of mightie great woobs, ſeme 
berie thicke and ſome thinne, repleniſhed with diucrs ſoꝛtes 
of trees, as pleaſaunt and delectable to bcholde as is poſſible 
to imagine. And your Mateſtie may net thinke that theſe 
are like the woodes of Hercinia o the wilde De- 
ſertes of Tartary, and the Nozthane Coaſtes full 
of fruiteleſſe trees: But full of Palme trecs,Boy trees, 
and high Cypꝛeſſe trees, and many other ſoztes of trees ins 
knowne in Europe, which peeld moſt ſ werte ſauours farre 
from che ſhape the pzopertie 2 coulde ** 
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Fo the cauſe afozeſaide, and not fox any difficultie to paſſe 
though the woods: Seeing they are not ſo thicke but 
that a man may paſſe though them. Neither doe wee 
thinke chat they part taking ol the Eaſt wozlve rounde a» 
bout them are all ca geather voide of djugs oz ſpicerie, 
and other richeſſe of golde, ſeeing che colour of the lande 
dothſomuch argue it. nd the lande is full of many beaſtes, 
as Dtags, Deare and Bares, and likewiſe of Lakes and 
Pooles of Freſh water, with great plentie of foules,conues 
nient fo2 all kinde of pleaſant game. This lande is in las 
titude 34. D. with good and hollome apze , temperate, 
betweene hot and colde , no vehement windes doe blowe 
inthoſeRegions, and thoſe that doe commonly raigne in 
thoſe Coaſtes, are the Nozth Weſt and Weſt windes in 
the Sommer ſeaſon, (in the beginning whereof wee were 
there) the ſkie cleere and faire with very little raine: and 
if at any time the ape bee cloudie and miſtie with che 
Sowtherne winde immediately it is diſſolued and waxeth 
cleare and faxe agayne, The Sea iscaulme, not bop- 
ſerous, the waues gentle, and although all the ſhoze 
bee ſomewhat lowe and with out harbozough: yet it is 
not daungerous to the ſaylers beeing free from rockes 
and deepe, ſo that within foure oz ſiue foote of the ſhoze,there 
is twentie foote deepe of water without ebbe oz flood, the 
depth ſtill increaſing in ſuch vnifoꝛme pꝛopoꝛtiun. There 
is very good ryding at Sea: fo any Ship beeing ſhaken 
in atempeſt can neuer periſhe there by bzeaking of her ca» 
bles, which wee haue pꝛoued by experince. Foz in the be» 
ginning of Parch( as is vſuall in all Regions) beeing in 
the Sea oppꝛeſſed wich Noxtherne windes and riding 
there, wee founde our anker bzoken befoze the earth fay 
led d2 mooued at all. Mee departed from chis place 
fill running a long the coafte, which we found to trende 
towarde the Eaſt, and wee ſaw enerie where verie great fi« 
ers, by reaſon ofthe multitude of the inhabitants. While we 
rode on that Coaſte partlie becauſe it had no harbozough, 
and fa that wee wanted water, wee ſent our Boat a — 
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with 25. men: whereby reaſon of great and continual waues 
that beate againſt the ſhoꝛe, being an open coaſt , without 
ſuccour,none of our men coulde poſſible goe a ſhoze without 
looſing our boate. Ie ſawe there many people which came 
vnto the ſhoze,making diuers ſignes of friendſhip,and ſhew- 
ing that they were content wee ſhoulde come a lande, and by 
trial we found thẽ to be very courteous & gentle as pour ma⸗ 


ieſtie hal vnderſtand by the ſucceſſe. To the intent we might — people, 


ſende them of our thinges, which the Jndians commonly des 
ſier and eſteeme as ſheetes of Paper, glaſſes, belles, and 
ſuch like trifles : Wee ſent a young man one of our Parris 
ners a ſhoze,who ſwimming towards them, and being withs 
im 3.02 4.yeards off the ſhoze , not truſting them, caſt the 
thinges vpon the ſhoze, ſeeking afterwardes to returne, hee 
was with ſuch violence of the waues beaten vpon the ſhoze, 
that he was ſo bzuiſed that hee lay there almoſt dead, whiche 
the Indians perceiuing, ranne to catche him, and dzawing 
him out they carried him a little way ol from the ſeaz The 
poung man perceiuing they car ied him, beeing at the firlk 
dilmaide, began then greatly to feare and cried out pitiouſlp, 
likewiſe did the Indians which did accompanie hun, going 
about to cheere him and giue him courage, and then ſetting 
him on the grounde at the foote of a little hill againſt the 
ſunne,beganne to beholde him with great admir ation mar⸗ 
ueiling at the whiteneſſe ol his fleſhe: And putting off his 
clothes they made him warme at a great fire,- not without 
our great feare which remained in the boate,thac they would 
haue roſted him at that fire and haue eaten him, The young 
man hauing recouered his ſtrength , and hauing Kaped a 
while with them, ſhewed them by ſignes that hee was deſi- 
rous to returne tothe ſhippe: And thep with great loue clap- 
ping him faſt about with many embzacings, accompanying 
him vnto the ſea, and to put him in moze aſſuraute, leauing 
him alone they went vnto a high grounde and ſtoode there, 


beholding him vntil he was entred into the boate. This yong 

man obſerued as we did alſo, chat theſe are of colour enclt 

ning to Blacke as the __— | 22 
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rie ſhining of meane ſtature, handſome vilag, and dilicate 
limmes and of verie little ſtrength:but of pꝛompt witte, far⸗ 
ther wee oblerued not. 

Departing from hence following the ſhoze which tren⸗ 
ded ſomewhat towarde the Noꝛth in 30. leagues ſpace, wee 
came to another lande which ſhewed much moꝛe faire and 
full of woods, being very great, where we rode at Ancker, 
and that wee might haue ſome knowledge thereof, wee ſent 
20,men a lande, which entred into the countrey about two 
leagues, and they founde that the people were fledde co the 
woods fo? feare, they ſawe onely one olde woman with a 
voung maide of 18.02 20. yeeres olde, which ſering our com- 
p mie hid them ſelues in the graſſe fo feare,the olde woman 
caried two Jnfantes on her ſhoulders, and behunde her necke 
a childe of 8,yeeres olde: the yvong woman was laden likes 
wiſe wich as many: but when our men came vnto them, the 
women cryed out, the olde woman made ſignes that the men 
were fled vnto the woods, as ſoone as they ſawe vs to quiet 
them and to winne their fauour, our men gaue them ſuche 
victuals as they had with them to eate, which the old woman 
receiued thankfully: but the yong woman diſdained them al, 
and <2ewe them diſdamefully on the grounde, they tooke a 
childe from the olde woman cobzing into Fraunce, and go⸗ 
ing about to take the young woman which was verye beaw⸗ 
tifull + of tal ature, they could not poſſibly fo2 þ great outs 
cries that ſhee made bꝛing her to the ſea, and eſpecially has 
ting great woods to palle though, and being farre from the 
hippe, wee purpoſed to leaue her behinde bearing away the 
childe onely. Ce found thoſe folkes to bee moze white than 
thoſe that we founde befoze, being clad wich certaine leaues 
Þ hang on boughes of trees, which they ſowe together with 
th2edes of wilde hempe , their heads were trulſed vp after 
the ſane manner as the foumer were, cheir ozdinarie 
Foode ig of pulſe, whereof they haue great ſore, differing in 
colour & taſte frõ ours, ol good & plaſant taſte. Moꝛeouer 
chey liue by fiſhing & fouling which they take with ginnes, 
and bowes made of hard wood the arrowes 8 
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headed with the bones of fiſhe and other beaſtes, The beaftes 
in theſe parts are much wilder thẽ in our Europe, by reaſon 
they are continually chaſed and hunted. Nee ſawe many of 
their boates made of one tree 20, foote long, and 4. foo te 
bꝛoade, which are not made with Iron, oz ſtone, o2 any other 
kinde of metal, ( becauſe that in all this countrie foz the ſpace 
of 200, leagues whiche we ranne, wee neuer ſawe one ſtone 
of any ſo2t): they help themſelues with fy2e,burning ſo much 
ofthe tree as is ſufficient fo} the hollowneſle of the boate,the 
like they dse in making the ſterne and the fozeparte vntill it 
be fitte to ſaile vpon the ſea, The lande is in ſituation,goods 
neſſe and fairenes like the other:it hath woods like the other, 
thinne and full ofdiuers ſoꝛtes of trees: but not ſo ſweete bes 
cauſe the countrey is mote noztherlp and cold, 

Wee ſawe in this Countrey many Uines growing nas 
turally, which growing vp take hold of the trees as they do 
in Lombardie, w if by huſbandmen they were deſſedin good 
oder, without all doubce chey woulde peelde excellent 
wines: fo2 wee hauing oftentymes ſeene the fruite there» 
ofdzied, whiche was ſweete and pleaſaunt, and not diffe: 
ring from ours, Mee doe thinke that they doe eſteeme 
the ſame,becaule that in euery place where they growe,thep 
take away the vnder bzaunches growing rounde about, that 
the fruite thereofmay ripen the better. 

Ve found alſo roſes, violettes, lillies, and many ſozts of 
herbes, and ſweete and odo2iferous flowers different from 
ours, Ne knewe not their dwellinges, becauſe they were 
karre vp in the lande, and wee iudge by manpe ſignes that 
wee ſawe, that they are of wood and of trees framed toge⸗ 


ther. 

Dee doe beleeue alſo by many contectures and ſignes, 
that many ol them lleeping in the ſteldes, haue no other co⸗ 
ter then the open ſkype, Further knowledge haue wer not 
of them, we thinke p all the reſt whoſe countreys we paſled 
liue all after one manner, hauing our aboade thzee dayes 
in this cuntrex. riding on che coalt foz want ofharbozoughs, 

| Az we can; 
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concluded to departe from thence, trending along che ſhoze 
betwecne the Nozth and the Caſt, ſayling onely in the day⸗ 
time, x riding at ancker by night in the ſpace of x oo.leagucs 
ſayling, wee founde a very pleaſant place, ſituated amongſt 
certaine litle ſteepe hilles : from amiddeſt the which hilles 
there ran down into the ſea a great ſtreame of water, which 
within the mouth was very deep. e from þ ſea to j mouth of 
ſame with the tyde which wee found to rile 8. foot, any great 
veſſell laden may paſſe vp, i 

But becauſe wee rode at Ancker in a place well fenſey 
fromthe winde,wee woulde not venture our ſelues without 
knowledge of the place, and wee paſſed vp with our boate 
onely into the ſapde Riuer, and ſawe the Countrey very wel 
peopled. Che people are almoſt like vnto che othcrs,aud clad 
with the fethers offoules of diuers colours, they came to⸗ 
wardes vs very cherefully, making great ſhowtes of admi⸗ 
ration, ſhewing vs where we might come to lande moſt ſafe- 
ly with our boate. Ne entred vp the laid riuer into the lande 
about halte a league, where it made a moſt pleaſant lake as 
bout 3. leagues in compaſſe: on the which they rowed from 
the one ſide to the other to the number of 30. of their ſmall 
boates: wherein were many people whiche paſſed from one 
ſhote to the other to tome and ſee vs, and beholde vpon the 
ſodaine (as it is wont to fall out in ſapling)a contrarie flawe 
of winde comming fromthe ſea , wee were enkoꝛced to re⸗ 
turne to our Shippe, leaning chis lande to our great dif 
contentment, foꝛ the great commoditie and pleaſantneſſe 
thereof whiche wee ſuppoſe is not without ſome ri⸗ 
ches, all the hills ſhewing minerall matters in chi. Me wei- 
ed Ancker,and ſayled to warde the Eaſt, foꝛ ſo the coaſt tren 
ded,and ſo alwayes foꝛ 50. leagues being in the ſight ther e⸗

well peopled, fo we ſawe fires all along the coaſte , 
wee ganethe name of it, of your Maieſties mother, not ſtay⸗ 
ing chere by reaſon of the weather being contrarie.

entred we founde about 20. ſmall boates of The C 


ſhippe, commit | 
vs, they ſtayed and behelde the artificialneſſe of our ſhip, out 
ſhape & apparel,chi they al made a loud ſhowte together de- 


colour of bzaſle,ſome 
are ofyellowe colour, ot comely viſage with long & blacke 
heire which they are very carefullco trim and decke vp, they 
are blacke and quicke eyed. I wute not to your Maieſtie, of 
the ocher parte of their bodte, hauing all ſuche pzopottion as 
appertayneth to anye handſome man. The women are 
of the like confozmitle and Beawteie,verie handſome and 
well fauoured, they are as well mannered and conti⸗ 
nente as anye women, of good education „ they are 
all naked ſaue their pziuie partes whiche they couer with 
a Dearesſkinne bzaunched oz embzodered as the men vſe: 
there are alſo of them whiche weare on their armes verie 
riche ſkinnes of leopardes , they adozne their heades with 
——— 2 . 
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downe befoze on boch ſides their heſtes, others bſe other 
kinde of deſling them ſelues like vnto the women of Egypt 
and Syria, theſe are ofthe elder ſoꝛte: and when they are 
married thep weare diuers toyes, accoꝛding to the vſage of 
the people ofthe Eaſt as well men as women, 

Among whom wee ſawe many plates of wzought coper, 
which they eſteeme moꝛe then golde, whiche foꝛ the colour 
they make no actompt of, fo; that among all other it is 
counted the baſeſt,they make moſt accompt of Azure and 
red, The things that they eſteemedmoſt of al thoſe which we 
gaue them were bels, criſtall of Azurecolour,and other toies 
to hang at their cares 02 about their necke. They did not de⸗ 
fire cloth of ſilke o2 of golde, muche leſle of any other ſoꝛte, 
neither cared they foz thinges made of ſteele and Jron,which 
wee often ſhewed them in our armour whiche thep made no 
wonder at, and in beholding them they onely aſked che arte 
ofmaking them: the like they did at our glaſſes, which whE 
the behelde,they ſodainely laught and gaue them vs againe. 
They are very liberal fo they giue that which they haue, we 
became great friendes with theſe, and one day wee entred in · 
to the hauen with our ſhippe, where as befoze wee rode a 
league of at ſea by reaſon of the contrary weather, They 
came in great companies of their ſmall boates vnto the ſhip 
with their faces all be painted with diuers colours, ſhewing 
vs pit was a ſigne of iop,bzinging vs of their victuals, they 
made ſignes vnto vs where wee might ſafeſt ride in the ha⸗ 
uen fo the ſafegarde of our ſhippe keeping ſtill our compa⸗ 
nie: and after we were come to an Ancker,we beſtowed fifs 
teene dayes in pꝛouiding our ſelues many neceſſary things, 
whether euery day the people repayꝛed toſeeour ſhip hing 
ing cheir wiues with them, whereof they are very ielous: 
and they themſelues entring abzode the ſhippe and ſtayinge 
there a good ſpace, cauſed their wiues to fav in their boates, 
and fo? al the intreatie we could make, offering to giue them 
diuers things, we could neuer abtaine that they would ſuffer 
them to come abozde our ſhip, And oftentimes one ofthe 
two kings comming with his queene, and many gentlemen 
fo; their pleaſure to ſee us, chey all ſtayed on þ ſhoze two hun⸗ 
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med paces frũ va, ſending a ſmal boate to giue vs intelligtte 
of their comming, laying they would come to ſee our ſhippe, 
this they did in token of lafttye, and aſſvone as thep had an · 
ſwere from vs they came immediatly, and hauing taped a 
while to beholde it, they wondered at hearing the cryes and 
noyes of the marriners, The queene and her maids ſtayed in 
a very light boate, at an Jland a quarter ofa leage off, while 
the king abode a long ſpace in our ſhip vtter ing diuers con⸗ 
ceites with geaſtures, viewing wich great admiration, 
all che furniture of the ſhippe, demaunding the pꝛopertie of 
euerie thing perticularly. Ye tooke likewiſe great pleaſure 
in beholding our apparell, and in taſting our meates, and ſo 
courteouſly taking his leaue departed. And ſometimes our 
men ſtayiug fo2 two 02 tinee dayes on a litle Jlande nere the 
ſhip fo diuers neceſſaries,(as it is pᷣ vſe of ſeamen) he retur⸗ 
ned with 7.02 8. of his gentlemen to ſee what we did and aſs 
ked ot vs oft times if wee meant to make any long aboade 
there, offering vs of their pꝛouiſion: then the king dꝛawing 
bis bowe and running vp and downe with his gentlemen, 
made much ſpoꝛte to gratifie our men, wee were oſtentunes 
within the lande 5.02 6.leagues, which we found as pleaſant 
as is poſſible to declare very apt foz any kinde ofhuſbandzp 
of cozne, wine and ople: fox that there areplaines 25.02 30. 
leagues bzoad, open and without any unpediment of trets 
of ſuch fruitfulneſſe, that any ſeede being ſowne therein, will 
bzing foꝛch moſt excellent fruite, We entred afterwards in« 
to the woods which wee found ſo great and thicke, that anp 
armie were it neuer ſo great might haue hid it ſelfe cherein, 
the trees whereof are okes,cip2es trees, and other ſoztesvn- 
knowen in Europe. e found Pomi appu, Damſon trees, 
and Nutte trees, and many other ſoztsof fruits differing fr 
ours:there are beaſts in great abundance, as hartes, deares, 
leopardes,andother kinds which they take with their neta x 
bowes which are their chiefe weapons, the arrowes whiche 
they vſe are made with great cunning,and in ſteade of iron, 
they head them with ſmeriglio, w taſper ſtone, c hard mar- 
Mp other heep ones which eee — 
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trees, and make their boates of one whole piece of wood ma⸗ 
king ithollowe wich great and wonderfull art, wherein 10. 
02 12. men may bee comodiouſly, cheir oares are ſhoꝛte and 
— — . the ſea without anye 
daunger, and by maine foxce of armes, with as great ſpeedi- 
neſſe as they liſte them ſelues, Te ſawc their houſes made 
in circuler 02 rounde fourme 10. 02 12, foote in compaſſe, 
- made with halfe circles of cimber , ſeperate one from ano- 
ther without any ozder of building, conered withmattes of 
ſtrawe wzought cunningly together, which ſaue them from 
the winde and ratne,and if they had the ozver of building and 
perfectCktl of wozkmiſhip as we haue:there were no doubt 
but p they would alſo make eftſoones great and ſtately buil · 
dings. Foz all the ſea coaſtes are full of cleare and gliſtering 
ſtones, and alablaſter, and therefoze it is full of good hauens 
and harbarours fo; ſhips. They mooue the fozeſaide houſes 
from one place to another accoꝛding to the commoditie of 
the place and ſcaſon wherein they will make their aboade, 
and only taking of the coucr,they haue other houſes builded 
incontinent. The father and the whole familie dwcll toge⸗ 
ther in one houſe in great number: in ſome of them we ſawe 
25.92 30, perſons. They feede as the other doe afozeſaide of 
pulſe whiche doe growe in that countrep with better ozder 
ol huſbandꝛy ch in the others. They obſcrue in their ſowing 
the courſe ofche Boone and the riſing of certaine ſtarres, 
and diuers other cuſtomes ſpoken of by antiquitie. Pozeos 
ner,chep liue by hunting and fiſhing, they liue long, and art 
ſeldome ſicke, and if they — 
they heale them ſelues with fire without any philition, and 
they ſap chat they die foz very age, They are very pitiful and 


charitable cowardes their neighbours, they make great las 


mentations in cheir aduerſitie & in their miſer ie, che kinred 
recken vp allcheir felicitie, at their departure out of life, they 
bſemourmng mixt w ſiuging, w continuethloꝛ a lõg ſpace, 


This is aſmuch as wee coulde learne of them. This lande is 
Muatced in che Paralele of Rome, in 23 | 
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but ſomewhat moze colde by accidentall cauſe and not 
of nature, (as I will declare vnto pour highneſle els where), 
deſcribing at this pꝛeſent the ſituation of rhe fozeſaide coun« 
trie, which lyeth Eaſt and Weſt, J ſap that the mouth of the 
hauen lyeth open to the South halfe a league bzoade, and 
being entred within it betweene the Eaſt and the Nozth, it 
ſtretcheth twelue leagues: where it waxeth bzoder and bzo- 
der, and maketh a gulfe aboute 20, leagues in compaſſe, 
wherein are fine ſmall Iſlandes very fruitſull and pleaſant, 
fall ot hie and bzoade trets, among the which Jlandes, any 
great Naute may ryde ſafe without any feare of tempeſt oz 
other daunger. After wardes turning towards the South 
and in the entring into the Pauen on both ſives there are 
molt pleaſant hilles, with many riuers of molt cleere water 
falling into the Sea, 

In che middeſt of this entraunce there is a rock of free 
ſtone growing by nature apt to builde any Caſtle o Fg · 
treſſe there, foꝛ þ keeping ofthe hauen. The fift of May be« 
ing furniſhed with all thinges neceſlarie, we departed from 
z ſud Coaſt keeping along in the ſight thereof, # we ſayled 
.150 leagues finding it all wayes after one manner: but the 
lande ſomewhat higher with certaine mountaines all which 
beare a ſhewe of minerall matter, wee ſought not to lande 
there in any place,becauſe the weather ſerued our turne fox 
ſayling: but wee ſuppoſe that it was like to the fozmer, the 
Coaftranne Eaſtward foz the ſpace of fifcie leagues , And 
trending afterwardesthe No2th, wee founde another lande 
high full of thicke woods, che trees whereof were firres,Cis 
preſſes and ſuch like as are wont co growe in colde Coun⸗ 
tries, The people differ much fromthe other, & looke how 
much the foꝛmer ſeemed to be courteous and gentle:ſo much 
were theſe full of rudeneſſe and ill manners, and ſo barba- 
rousthat by no ſignes that euer wee coulde make, wee could 
haue any kinde of trafficke with them. They cloth thẽſelues 
wich Bear es ſkinnes and Leopardes and ſealles and other 
beaſtes ſ kinnes. 6 "On per - 


The diſcouery of 
ccine,repayzing often vnto their dwellings wee ſuppoſe to 
bee by hunting and fiſhing,and of certamt fruites, which art 
a kinde of rootes, which the earth yeeldeth of her owne ac- 


cowd.Thep haue no graine, neither ſawe wee any kinde oz 


ſigne oftyllage,neither is the lande, foz the barrennes ther- 
of apt to beare frute 02 ſeed. If at any time we deſired by ex⸗ 
chaunge to haue any of their commodities,thep vſed to come 
to the Sea ſhoze vpon certaine craggie rocks, and wee ſtan· 
ding in our Boats, they let downe with a rope what it pleas 
ſed them to giue vs, crying continually that wee ſhould not 
appꝛoch to the lande, demanding immediately the exchange 
taking nothing but kniues,fiſhookes and tooles to cut withs 
all, neither did they make any account ol our curteſie. And 
when we had nothing left to exchange with them, when we 
departed from them the people ſhewed all ſignes of diſcoure 
teſie and diſdatne,as was poſſible fo any creature to inuent. 
Wee were in deſpight of chem two oz thzee leagues within 
the lande, being in number 25:armed men of vs: And when 
wee went on ſhoze they ſhot at vs with their bowes,making 
great outcries,and afterwardes fled into the woods. Wee 
kounde not in this lande any thing notable,o of impoztance, 

ſauing very great woods and certaine hilles,they map haue 
ſome mpnerall matter in them, becauſe wee ſawe many of 
cht haue beadſtones of Copper hanging at their cares. Ae 
departed from thence keeping our courſe Nozth Eaſt along 
the caaſte, which wee founde moze pleaſant champion 
and without woods, with high mountaines within the lande 
continuing directly along che coaſt f the ſpace of fiftie 
leagues, wee diſcouered 32.Jlelandes lying all neare the 
lande, being ſmall and pleaſant to the viewe, high and ha- 
A — — making 
and chanels as they doe in the 
troulfe of Venice in Saluonia, and Dalmatia, wee had no 
knowledge oz acquaintance with the people: wee ſuppoſe 
they are ofthe ſame maners and nature that the others are, 
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Morum bega. 
thed to the lande that in times paſt was diſcouered by the 
Britons, which is in fiftie degrees. Nauing now ſpent all our 
mouiſion and victuals, and hauing diſtouered about 700, 
leagues and mote ofnewe Countries, and being furyiſhed 
ERECT CI CEN 
raunce. 

Touching che religion of this people, which wee haue 
founde foz want of cheir language wecouldnot vnderſtand 
neither by ſignes no? geſture that they had any religion o2 
lawe at all, om that they did acknowledge anyfirſt cauſe oz 
mouer, neither that they woꝛſhip the heauen oz ſtarres the 
Dunne oz Poone 02 other Planets, and much leſſe whe- 
ther they bee idolaters,neither coulde wee learne whether 
that they vſed any kinde of Sacrifices 02 other adozations, 
neither in their villages haue they any Temples oz houſes 
ofpzaper. We ſuppoſe that they haue no religion at all, 
and they liue at their owne libercie. And þ all this pzocees 
deth ofignozance,foz that they are very eaſie to bee perſua- 
ded:and all that they ſec vs Chaiſtians doe in our diuine ſers 
nice they did the ſame with che like imitation as they ſawe 


in ta doe it,

| | There was in the Citie of Ve= 
nice a famous Gentleman, na- 
med M. Marino Zeno, who foz 
his great vertue and ſingular 
wiſedome, was called and elec« | 
ted gouernour in certain come | 
mon wealthes of Italy, in the 
adminiſtration whereof hee 

— bozehimſelfe ſo diſcreetly,that 
hee was beloued of all men, and his name greatly teueren; 

ced of thoſe that neuer knewe oz ſawe his perſon. And a⸗ 

mong ſundꝛie his wozthie wozkes, this is recoꝛded of him, 

that hee pacified certaine greeuous ciuile diſſentions that 

aroſe among the Cittzens of Verona: whereas otherwiſe if 

by his graue aduiſe and great diligence, they had not beene 
pꝛeuented, che matter was likely to bzeake out in hot bzotles 

Podeſta, ot warre. Hee was the firſt Agent that the common wealth 
of Venice kept in Conſtantinople in the yeere 1205. ua 

do wera patrona, conli baroni fraceſs, This Gentleman 

had a ſonne named M. Pietro, who was the father of the 

Duke Rinieri, which Duke dying wich out iſſue, made his 
bene M. Andrea, che ſonne af M. Marco his bother. This 

M. Andrea was captaine generall and Pzocuratoz, a man 

af great reputation fo many rare partes, chat were in him, 

He had a ſonne M. Rinieri, a woꝛthie Senatour and put 

dent Councellour: Ok whom deſcende M. Pietro Gene⸗ 

rall ofthe league of the Chꝛiſtians agatnſt the Turkes, who 

was called Dragon, oy chat in his armes hee bare a 

Dragon. Hee was father ta M. Carlo the famous 
Y2ocurato2 and Generall againſte the —

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thoſecrnel warres, when as almoſt all the chiefe privies. 
of Europe did oppugne and ſeek to ouerthzow our Empire 
and libertie, where by his great valiancie and pzoweſle like 
an other Furius Camillus, he deliuered his Countcrie from 
the pzeſentperill it was in, being readie to become apjap E 
ſpoyle vnto the enemie, wherefoze hee was afterwarde ſurs 
named, the Lion,and fo2 an eternall remembzance of his fox» 
titude and valiant exploits he gaue the Lion in his armes. 
M. Cario had to hethen, M. Nicolo, the knight & Anto- 
nio, the father M. Dragon, ot whom iſſued M. Caterino, the 
father of M. Pietro, this M. Pietro had ſonnes M. Ca» 
terino, that dyed the laſt yeert, M. Franciſco, M. Cat lo, M. 
Battiſta, and M. Vincenzo That M. Catetino was father to 
M. Nicolo, that is pet liuing. Now M. Nicolo, che knight, 
being a man of great courage and very nobly minded, after 
this fozeſaide warre of Genoua that troubled ſo our pede» 
ceſſours,cntred into a wonderfull great deſire and fanſie to 
ſee the faſhions ofthe wozld,and to trauaile, and co acquaint 
languages, wherp — might be 
oct 

better able to do ſeruite to his coũtrit & purchaſe to him- 
felfe credite æ honoz. Wherfoze hee cauſed a ſhippe tu bet 
made & hauing furniſhed her at his pꝛoper charges (as hee 
was very wealthie)hee departed out of our Seas & paſſing 
the ſtraites of Gibralterra,he ſailed fo2 certaine dayes vpon 
Ocean keeping his courſe ſtil to j Nozthwards, th intent 
to ſee England and Flaunders, Where being aſſaulted in 
thoſe Seas by a terrible tempeſt, was ſo toſſed for the ſpace 
of many dayes with the Sea and winde that hee knewe not 
where hee was, till at length hee diſcouered lande, and not 
beeing able any longer to ſuſtaine the violence of the tem · oP. 
pelt the ſhip was caſt away vpon the Ille of Friſcland, The N. tuo caſt a- 
men wert ſauen and moſt part of che goods that were in the lang Nan 
Ship. And this was in the yerre 1380. The inhabitants 1380. 

of the Jland came running in great multitudes w weapons 

to ſet vpon M. Nicolo and his men, who beeing ſoze wether

pariof the wozlve they were, were not alle to male nyrs 
ſitunce at all, much leſle co defende chem ſelues couragt- 
ouſly,as it behooued them in ſuch dangerous caſe, And 
they ſhoulde haue beene doubcleſſe very diſcourteouſly en» 
treated and cruelly handeled, if by good hap there had not 
been hard by the place a Pꝛinet with armed people. Who 
bnderſtanding, that there was euen at that pꝛeſent a great 
ſhip caſt awap vpon the Jland, came running at the noyſe 
and outcries that they made againſt our pooze Mariners, 
Afozraftne and dziuing away the inhabitants, ſpake in latine aud aſked 
pzince hapning tbem what they were and from whence they came, and per · 
to bein Friſlad ceiuing þ they were Jtalians,# all of one Countrie, he was 
—— zung ſurpziſed with marueilous great iop . . Wherefoze pzomb- 
C:ffered chip⸗ ſing thẽ̃all, chat they ſhoulde receiue no diſcourteſie,and that 
wack, there they were come iuto a place where they ſhoulde bee well v« 
— — ſed and very welcome, he too ke them into his pzotection bp« 
bl on his faith. This was a great Lozd and poſſeſſed certaint 
Jlands called Potland, lying one the Southſide of Friſland 

being p richeſt and moſt populous of all thoſe partes, his 

zichmni pzince name was Zichmni: & beſide the ſaid little Jlands, he was 
of Boland 0} Duke of Sorani, lying within the land towards Scotland, 
wake of 29znl, Oftheſe Nozth partes Athought good to waw the copie of 
a Dea carve, which amongeſt other antiquities, I haue in 

my houſe, which although it be rotren thzough many peres: 

yet it falleth out indifferent well. and to thoſe that are de⸗ 

lighted in theſe things, it map ſerue foꝛ ſome light to the vns 
derſtanding of that, which without it cannot ſo eaſtly be con 

teiued. Zichmni being Lode ot thoſe Seignozies (as is 

ſaid) was a very warltke and valiant man & aboue al things 

famous in Sea cauſes, And hauing this yeere defoze gi⸗ 

fr and the uten the ouerthzowe to the king of Norway, who was Loꝛd 
king of Nox Oofthe Flande, beeing deſirous to winne fame by feates of 
waxes. armes, was come on land with his me co giue the attkpt, fo 
winning of Friſtand, which is an Aland much bigger then 
Ireland. Wlherefoze ſeeing chat M. Nicolo was a mi of 
ludgement and diſcretion, and very expert both in Sea mat» 
ters and martiall affaires, her gaue him commilſiton cogoe 
aþoozd his nauie with all his men, charging the captaine to 
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Morum bega. 
honour him and in all things to ble his counſafſe, This 
Nauie of Zichmni was of thirteene veſlels, wherof two ons 
— — — 

which they ſayled to the Meſtwardes and little 
paines wonne Ledouo and Ilofe and diuers other ſmall J. 
landes, and turning into a bay called Sudero, in the hauen of 
the towne named Sanestol they tooke certaine ſmall Barks 
laden with ſalt fiſh, And heere they founde Zichmni, who 
came by land with his armie conquering all che countrie as 
he went, they ated here but a while but held on their courſe 
to the Weftwards till they came to the other Cape of che 
e oz bap, chen turning againe they found certatne Jle- 
es and bꝛoken landes which they reduced all vnto the 
Seignozie and poſſeſſion of Zichmni, Theſe Seas foz as 
much as they ſayled, were in maner nothing but ſholds and 
rocks, in ſozt that if 1. Vicolo and the venetian mariners 
had not beene their Pilots, che whole Fleete in (udgement 
ofall that were in it, had been caſt away, ſo ſinall was þ ſkill 
of Zichmnis men inreſpectof ours, who had been trained 
bp in the art and pꝛactiſe ofnauigation all the dates of their 
life. Now the Fleece hauing doone ſuch things, (as is declas 
red) $ Captaine by the counſel of M. Vicolo, determined to 
goe lande at a towne called Bondendon, to vnderſtande 
what ſucceſſe Zichmni had in his warres, where they heard 
to their great content, that he had fought a greatbactaile end 
put to flight the armie of his enemie:by reaſon of which vic⸗ 
cozie they ſent Embaſſadours from all partes of the Jlande 
to peeld the countrie vp into his handes, taking down their 
enſeignes in eue ry towne and caſtell: They thought goed 
to kay in that place fc his comming, being repozted f cers 
taine chat he would bee there very ſhoꝛtly. At his comming 
there was great and many of 


a great fanourer of valiant men and eſpecially of choſe that 
C2 couldg 


— — 
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could behaue chem ſelues well at the Ses, cauſed M. Nico · 
lo to bee hiought befoze him, and after hauing commended 
vim wich many honourable ſpeeches,and pjapſed his great 
induſtrie and dexterie of wit, by the which, he acknowledged 
bunſelfe to haue receiued an ineſtimable benefite as the ſa: 
uing of his Fleece and the winning ol many places, he made 
N Jem, made him Knight, and rewarded his men with many riche and 
knight re  Hhountifull giftes: Then departing from thence they went 
in triumphing maner to wardes Friſeland, the chief Citie ot 
Ships laden p Jlande, ſituate on the Southeſt ſide of the Ille, within a 
with fi at ſriſ- goulf, (as there are very many in that Jland). Jn this goulfe 
land:fo2 Flaun · 02 hay there is ſuch great abundance of liſh taken, that many 
ders,Bzitaine. ſyips are laden therewith to ſerue Flaunders, Britaine, Eng- 
land, Ros wa, land, Scotland, Norway and Denmatke, and by this trade 


— — And thus much is taken out of a letter, that M. Nicolo 
ny camertice. ſent vnto I. Antonio his other, requeſting him that hee 
Aletter ſent by woulde ſeeke ſome meanes to come to him, Therefoze 
ken Piti bet, who had as great-deſire to trauaile as his byocher, 
ro bis brother, bought a Dhip,and directing his courſe that way, after hee 
— in had ſayled a great while and cſcaped many dangers, hee ar⸗ 
riued at length in ſafetie with M. Nicolo, who reteiued him 
_ he en pery ioyfully, foꝛ that hee was his bzocher not only in fleſhe 
and blood, but alſo in valour and good qualitics- M. An- 

tonio remained in Friſclande and dwelt there foz the ſpace 

of fourteene peeres, four* peercs with M. Nicolo, and ten 


peeres alone. Where they came into ſuch grace and fa 


uour with the Pꝛince, that hee made M, Nicolo, Captaine 
ol his Naute,t with great pzeparation of warxe they were 
ſent fooꝛth fo2 the enterpiiſe of Eſllande, which lyeth vpon 
che coaſte betweene Friſeland and Norway, where they did 
many ddmages,but hearing that the king of Norway was 
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The king al Norway his fleete being taken wich the ſante 
ſtoꝝme, did vtterly periſhe in thoſe ſeas, Whereof Zichmoi 
hauing notice, by a ſhippe of his enemies, that was caſt by 
chaunce vpon Griſland.

ſmall and very ill app of weapons and men , hee 
was gladde to retire. And ſo hee left that encerpiiſe withs 
out perfourming any thing at all, and in the ſame chanelles 
he aſſaulted þ other Jles called the Jſlands, which are ſeuen 
Talas, Broas, Iſcant, Trans, Mimant, Dambere; & Bres, 
and hauing ſpoyled them all hee built a fozt in Bres, where 
he left M. Nicolo, with certaine [mall bar kes and men and 
munition. And nowe thinking he had done well fox this voy⸗ 
age, with choſe fewe ſhippes which were left hee returned 
into Frieſlande. M.Nicolo remayning nowe in Bres de⸗ 
termined vpon a time to goe foꝛch and diſcouer lande, where 
foze arming out their ſmall barkes in the moneth of Iuly, he

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pernaturall effectes doe take choſe Friers fox Gods , any 
being them many pꝛeſentes as chickens, fleſhe and diucrs os 
ther thinges,and haue them all in great reuerence as Los, 
When the froſt and ſnowe is great, they heate cheir houſes 
in maner befoze ſaid, and will by letting in the water oꝛ ope- 
ning che windowes,temper the heate and colde at their pleas 
fure. Jn buildings of the monaſtery they vſe no other mat- 
ter but that which is miniltred vnto chem by the fire, fo2 they 
take che burning ſtones that are caſt out as it were ſparkles 
02 ceindres at the firie mouth ol the hill, and when they are 
moſt enflamed,caſt water vpon them, wherby they are diſſol· 
ued and become excelltt white lime and ſotough chat being 
contr iued in building it laſteth foz cuer. And the very ſpar⸗ 
kles after the fire is out of them do ſerue in ſteede ol ſtones to 
make walles and vautes: foꝛ being once colde they will ne: 
wer diſſolue 02 bꝛeake except they be cut with ſome ird toole, 
and the vautes that are made of chem are ſo light chat chey 
need no ſuſtentacle 02 pzoppe to holde them vp, and they wil 
endure continually very fapze and whole. By reaſon of theſe 
great commoditics the friers haue made there ſo many buil⸗ 
dings and walles chat it is a wonder to ſee, The couerts 02 
' roofes of their houſes fs2 the moſt part are made in this ma⸗ 
ner, firltchey tayſe the wall vp to his full height, chen they 
make it enclining oz bowing in by licle and lifle in foxne of 
a baute. But they are not greatly troubled wich raine in 
thoſe partes, ſoꝝ that, by reaſon ofthe pole oz colde climate, 
the firſt ſnowe being falne it thawethno moze fo the ſpace of 
nine monerhs,fo2 ſo long dureth their winter, They feede 
ofthe fleſhe of wilde beaſtes & of fiſh,foz where as the warme 
water fallech into the ſea, chere is a large and wide hauen, 
which by reaſon ofthe heate ofthe water, doeth neuer freeze 
all che winter, by meanes whereofthere is ſucheconcourſe 
and flocks of ſea foule and ſuch aboundance of fiſhe,that they 
take thereof infinite multitudes, whereby they maincavne a 
great number at people rounde about whiche they keepe in 
continuale woꝛke, boch in building and taking of foules any 
ſiche. and in a thouſande other neceſlarie affar es and buſines 
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about the monafterte, 
Their houſes are builte about the hill on enery ſide, in 
fourme rounde,and 25, foote byoade, and in mounting vp · 
wardes they gae narower andnarower,leauing at che toppe 
a litle hole, whereat the apze commeth in, to giue light co 
the houle, and the floze of the houſe is ſo hot, that being with- 


in they feele no colde at all. Yither in the ſommer tune come g, in bm 
many barkes from the Jlands there about, 4 from the Cape mer timefrom 
aboue Norway and from Trondon. And bying to the Friers Trondon to S. 
Ammer chings chat may be deſired, taking in changethere- {gum wits 


of fiſhe which they dzie in the ſunne oz in the colde, and ſkins 
of diuers kindes of beaſtes. Fo the which they haue wood to 
burne and timber verie artificially carued, and cozne & cloth 
to make them apparell. Foz in change of the two fozeſapde 
commodities all the nations boering rounde about them 
couec to trafficke with them, and ſo they without any trauell 
m expences haue that which they deſire. To this monaſterie 


reſozt Friers of Norway, ofSuetia and of other cauntreys Reſozt offriers 
but the moſt part are ofthe Jſlandes, There are continually from Nozway a 


in that part many bar kes, whiche are kept in there by reaſon 


ofthe ſea being frozen, wayting foꝛ the ſeaſon ofthe yeere to Jngrouclande .

ners ſhuttle, taking the ſkins of fiſhes, they faſhid them with 
the bones of the ſame fiſhes, and ſowing chk together in ma⸗ 
ny doubles they make them ſo ſure and ſubſtanciall, that it is 
miraculous co ſee, how in tempeſts they will ſhut chXſelues 
cloſe within, and let the ſea and winde carrie them, chey care 
not whether, without any feare epther of bjeaking oz dzow- 
ning. And ik they chance to be diuen vpũ any rocks, they re⸗ 
maine ſounde, without the leaſt bzuſe in che woꝛlde: And . 
haue as it were a ſleeue in che bottome which is tied faſt in 
middle, when there cõmeth any water into therr boat, they 
put it into the one halfe of pᷣ fleeue,thTfaſtning þ ende ot it w 
two peeces of wood and laoſing þ band beneath they conuey 
the water foꝛth of the boate:and this they doe as often as they 
baue occaſion without any perill oz impediment at all.

Aon gen king in ſom? freſh victuals ofthe inhabitants being ſubiect 
| chiefecaptaine to ⁊ chmni, J ſayled with a faire winde in thzeedapes co 
of them. 0 Friſl ind, where the people, who thought they had loſt their 
dn ehre xe, Hinte, berauſe of his long abſence,in this our vopage, re- 
ome, and knewe cłiued bs very ioyfullp. 
bim i cler paſt Mhat followed after this letter J know not but by con. 
ume ut the 4. lecture, which I gather out of a peece of an other letter, 
letter. which J will ſet downe heerebnderneath : That Zichmoi 
A pecce of a 5. builte a towne in the poꝛt of the Tiand that hee dilcouered, 
letter. and that hee ſearched the Countrte very diligently and dil⸗ 
coueredit all, and alſo the rivers on both ſides of Engroue- 
14ad,fo2 that I ſce it particularly deſcribed in the Sea card, 
Pextmming of but the diſcourſe o2 narration is loſt. The beginning of

The which occafion gaut ſmall courage to ſende thicher a- 
gapne, and was the cauſe that this laudahle rnterpmſe was 
x of vneill the peere 15 34.at which cime his Paieltis,(ds 
firing alwayes toenlarge his kingdome, countreys and do- 
minions,and the aduauncing and eaſe of his ſubiectes) ſent

ſeas : Who being not able at his firſt going to hing any 
thing to paſle,that he pꝛettded to do: was ſent thicher agame 
the peere following, and likewiſe Le ſire Hemerall, and as 
it is well knowen they did inhabite and builde, and plant the 
kings armies in the Noꝛth part a good wap in the lande, as 
farre as Tauaduand Ochiſaon , Wherefoze(mp Lom) 
cruſt tuſtly that a thing ſo commendable and woꝛthte to bee 
with good courage attempted, that God woulde guid and 
keepe vs.deſiring alwayes to fulſtill pour commaundement, 
Mhen wee had done your buſineſſe, and made our pꝛt para- 
tions the xuiii. day of Febjuarie 15062 though the fauour of 
God wee departed with our two veſſels out ol the hauen of 
Claue de Grace into the road Caur:and the next day hoyfted 
by ſaile(the winde being in p Eaſt)which laſted ſo fiue dates, 
that we coulde not arriue at the nauch that is from berweene 


- the coaſt of Bꝛiton and Englande and the Jles of Surlinos 


and Wiſkam : So that the Minde blowing with great fit 
ry andtempeſt out of the Weſt,and Weſt Southweff, alto- 
gether contrary to our way and courſe,and all that we could 
doe was to none effecte , beſides the great daunger of byea- 
king of our Maſtes, as alſo to be hindered in our other la- 
bours. Wherefoze as well to ſhonne many other inconuent- 
ences, which might follow to the pzrtudice andbzeach ofour 
voyage, hauing regard alſo to the likely deungtr ol death, þ 
ſome of our gentiemen and ſoulvicrs being troudled wich

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The diſcouerie 
fo; other conlliderations. wee thought good to fall into the 
road of Beffin Bꝛitaine to ſec there our ſick folke on land, 
and ſuffer the tempeſt to paſſe. From whence ( after wee 
had taried there two dayes) wee returned againe to Seas 
warde to followe our nauigatton, ſo chat (mp Lode) albeic 
the winde was fo along ſeaſon very much againſt vs, and 
croubleſome : pet at the ende (God giumg vs though his 
grace and accuſtomed goodneſſe a meetely fauourable 
winde) J determined with all diligence to pzoue a.newe 
.courſe which hach not beene pet attempted: trauerſing the 
DScasof Oction 1800. Leagues at the leaſt, whiche in 
veed is the true and ſhoꝛt courſe that hereafter muſt be kept, 
to the honour of our nation xeiecting the old conſerued opi⸗ 
on, which to long time hath becne holden as true. 

Which is, as it was thought a thing impoſſible to haue 
che winde at Eat, Noꝛtheaſt, and keepe the race and courſe 
wee enterpꝛiſed, but chat we ſhoulde be dꝛiuen towarde the 
region of Africa, the Jles of Canaria, Madera, and other 
landes there aboutcs. And the cauſe whp wehaue becne the 
moꝛe pꝛouoked and aſſuredco take this new race. hach bin bes 
cauſe that it ſeemed to euery one, that we might not paſſe noʒ 
goe in this Nauig ation wichout the ſight and touching ol 
the Antillies and Lucaries,andthere ſoiourne and take freſh 
waters and other neceſſaries, as the Þpaniards doe in their 
voyage to new ſpatne:wherof(thanked be God) we haue hay 
no neede,no2 entered the chanell ol Roham: which hath bin 
chought impolſible. Foꝛeſeeing alſo that it was not expedient 
to vs to paſſe though the Jlandes,as wel to ſhune many in- 
conueniences chat might happen in pallingthat way ( wherol 
ſpungeth but innumerable quarrels;pleadings, cd 
kuſions, and of al wozthy enterpꝛiſes, and goodly naui · 
gations,whereofenſueth complaintes and odtous queſtions 
betweene the ſubiectes ofthe king and his friends aud alies) 
as alſo'to the ende they might vnverſtand, chat in the eme to 
Godhauing ſhewed vs ſuch graces, astheſehis won- 
benefites firlte ſhewed to the 9 
goodip 
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of Terra Florida. 
goodly newe framing people, ofſo gentle a nature, and a 
countrey ſo pleaſant and fruitetull, lacking nothing at all 
that map ſeeme neceſſarie fo mans food)we would not haut 
to doe with their Jlandes,and other landes: which (foz that 
they firlk diſcouered them) chey keepe with much ielouſle : 
truſting that if God will ſuffer the king (c<2ough pour per- 
ſwation ) to cauſe ſome part ofthis incomparable countrep 
to be peopled andinhabited with ſuch anumbcr of his poozs 
ſabtectes as pou ſhall thinke good , there neuer happened in 
the memozy ofman'ſo great and good commoditie to France 
as this, and (mpLode to many cauſes, whereof a man is 
neuer able to ſap 02 waite to the ful, as vnder the aſſured hope 
that we haue alwayes had in executing vpzightly that which 
A had reteiued in charge of you, God woulde dleſſe our 
wayes and nauigations. After we had conſtantly and with 
diligence in time conuenient determined bpon the wap, wee 
ſhould haue thought it noyſome and tedious to all our com- 
panie, ifit had befoze bin know? vnto any without tourning 
02 wauering to 02 fro frum their firſt ententiũ. And notwiths 
ſtanding chat ſatan did often what he could to ſowe many obs 
ftractes,croubles and lettes, accopding to his acuſtomod ſubs 
tilties, ſo it is come to paſſe , that God by his onelp goodnes 
hath giuen vs grace, to make the furtheſt arte and trauars of 
the ſeas, that euer was made in our me moꝛie oz knowledge, 
in longitude from the Eaſt to the Wleſt:anvcherefoze was it 
commonly ſayde both in Fraunce and Spaine, and alſo as 
mong vs chat it was impoſſible foz vs ſafely to ariue hither, 
whither the Lozddid conduct vs: Al which perſwaded but of 
igoꝛaunce and lacke of attempting: which wee haue nor bin 
afrayde to giue aduenture to pzooue, Albeit that all Bax 
riuers Carves doe ſec che Coaſtes with ſhipwreckes with» 
ontpo)tes 02 Riuers: which wee haue found otherwiſe as it / 


Thurſday the laſt of Ap2illl at the breake ofthe day, 
wer diſcouered and clearely percepucd a fare Coaff,firet- 
chrng of a great length couered with en 3 
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che ſhoꝛe, che tountrey ſeeming vnto vs plaine without anyt 
— — neertt within foure oz ſtue lea · 
of the land, we caſt an ancker at ten fabome water, che 
of the Sea being plaine wich muche Ocias and falt 
holde on the South ſide, as farre as a certaine point oz Cape 


a halte, which we haue named Cape Francois. 

- Weecoulde cſpie neither Riuer noz Bay, whercfoze 
wee ſent our Boates furniſhed with men ol experience, to 
ſounde and knowe the coaſt neere the ſhoze : who returning 
to vs about one ofthe clock at after noone,veclared that they 
had founde among other thinges viit.fadome of water at che 
harde bancke of the ſea. Wlherevpon hauing diligently 
wayed vp our Anckers,and hoyſted vp our ſaples with wind 
at will, we ſapled and vewed the coaft — — 
ble pleaſure, of che odozous ſmell and butitie of the ſame. 

And becauſe there appeared vnto vs no ſigne of any Pozte, 
about the ſctting of the ſunne we caſt ancker againe: which 


done, we didbehold co and fro che goodly ozder of che woods 


wherewith God hath decked euery way the ſapd land, Then 
perceiuing towarde the Nozth a leaping and a bzeaking of 
the water, as a ſtreame falling out of the lande into the Sea. 
Foꝛ the whiche wee ſet vp ſayles againe to double the ſame 
while it was pet day. And as wee had ſo done, and paſſed be» 
pond it: there appeared vnto vs a fap2e entrie ofa faireriuer 
which cauſed vs co caſt Ancker agayne there nerer the land: 
to the end the next day we might ſee what it was, and though 
that the winde blew fo2 a time vehemently to the ſhoꝛe ward 
pet the hold and Anckerrage was ſo good, chat one cable and 
one Ancker helde vs faſt, wich out danger oz ſliding, 

The next day in the mozning, being the firſt of May, 
wee aſlaped to — — and 
a boate well crimmed, finding little water barges whiche 
might baue aſtonied and cauſed vsto rcturne backe to ſhip- 
donde, if Sod had not ſpeedily bought vs in. Where fins- 
ing 36. fadome water, entred into a goodly and great rmer, 


ſituate vnder that Latitude of nine and twentie degrees and 
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of Terra Florida, 
which as we went founde to encreaſe ſtill in deych x large⸗ 
neſſe,bopling and roazing though che multitude of all kind 
of fiſh, This being entred wee percetued a great number of 
Indians inhabitants there, comming along the ſandes E 
Dea bankes, comming neare vnto vs, without any taking 
of feare 02 doubt, ſhewing vnto vs the eaſieſt landing place: 


e chereupon we giuing them alſo on our parts thanks of aſs 


ſurance and friendlineſſe, Foꝛthwith one of appearance, out 
of the beſt among them, bzother vnto one of their kinges, o 
gouernours, commaunded one of the Indians to enter into 
the water: and to appꝛoch our boates to ſhew vs the coaſtes 
landing place, Te ſeeing this (without any moze doubting 
oʒ difficultie) landed, and the meſſenger(after we had rewar· 
ded him with ſome looking glaſſe, and other pꝛetie of 
ſmall value)ran incontinently toward his Loꝛd: bo 
witch ſent mee his girdle, in token of aſſur aunce and friends 
ſhip, which girdle was made or red leather, as well couered 
and coloured as was poſſible:and as I began to go towards 
him, hee ſec foozth and came and reteiued me gently, and rei⸗ 
ſed after his maner all his men, following with great ſilence 
and modeſtie: yea moze then our men did. And after we had 
a while with gentle vſage congratulated with him : we fell 
to the grounde a litle way from them, to call vpon the name 
of God, and to beſeech him to cõtinue ſtill his goodneſle to 
wards vs, and bing to the knowledge of our ſauiour Chailt 
thispooze people, While wee were thus paying (they ſit: 
ting vpon the grounde, which was ſtrated and dzeſſed with 
Bay bowes)behelde and hearkened vnto vs, very attentiue- 
ly without either ſpeking 02 mouing: andas J made a ſign? 
vnto their king, lifting vp mine arme, and ftretching foozth 
one finger,only to make them looke vp to heauen ward: Pe 
likewiſe lifting vp his arme towards heauen put fooꝛth two 
fingers: whereby it ſeemed that he made vs to vnderſtande, 
tyat they wozſhipped the Sunne and moone foz Gods:as 
alterwardes wee vnderſtoode it fo . In the meane time 
their numbers increaſed, & thither came che kings other, 
that was firſt with vs,their W dn — 
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dꝛen, and being thus aſſembled, they cauſed a great 00 
of Bay boughes to bee cut, and therewith a place to be dzefs 
ſed fo2 vs, diſtant from theirs two fadom, Fo} it tschctr mas 
ner to talke and bargaine ſitting : and the chicke of chem to 
bee apart,from the meaner ſoꝛt, wich a ſhewe of great obe⸗ 
dience to their kinges ſuperiours, and clders. They bee all 
naked, and of a goodly ſtature, mightie, & as well ſhapen & 
pꝛopoꝛtioned of body, as any people tn Þ woꝛld: very gentle, 
curtcous, and of a good nature. 

- The mo part of them couer their raines and pꝛiuitica 
wich fatre Parts ſkinnes, painted moſt commonly with ſun» 
due colours: and the foꝛe part oftheir body and armes, bee 
painted wich pꝛetie deuiſed woꝛkes, of Azure, red, and 
blacke, ſa well and ſa pꝛoperly as the beſt Painter of Eu- 
rope coulꝛe nat aznendeit,- The women haue cheir bo⸗ 
dies painted with a certaine Herbe like vnto Poſſe, where» 
of rhe Cedar trees, and all other trets bee alwayes couered. 
The men koꝛ pleaſure doe al waves trimme them ſclues 
therwich, after ſundzic faſhions: They bee of tauny colour, 
hauke noled, and of a pleaſant countenance, The women be 
well fauoured,and will not ſuffer one diſhoneſtly to appzoch 
too neare them. But wee were not in their houſes foz we 
ſawe non: at that time. 

After we had taried in this Moꝛth ſide of the riuer the 


dib the tiuer moſtpart of the day(which riuer wee haue called Map, fox 
-- lo that wee diſcoucred the ſame the firſte day of the Pencth) 


wee congratulated, made aliaunce, and cntred into amt- 
tie with them, and pꝛeſented the king and his bxcthien with 
Gownes of ble we cloth garniſhed with yellowe Flourede: 
laces. And it ſeemed that they were ſozy foz our departure: 
ſo that che moſt part of them entred into the water vptothe 
necke to ſet dur boates a flote. 

Putting into vs ſundzy kinde of fiſhes which with mer⸗ 
ucilous ſpcede they ranne to take in their packs made in the 
water with great Recdes, ſo well and cunningly ſet togea- 
ade faſhion of 2 Pert, wh lo —.4 
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of Terra Florida, 
turnes anderookes,as it is impoſſible to do it without much 
cunning and induſtric. 

But deſiring to tmplop the reſt of the day onthe other 
ſide of this riuer,to viewe and know thoſe Indians that wee 
ſawe there, Ve trauerſed thither,and without any diffi- 
cultie landed amongeſt them, who receiued vs very cently 
and with great humanitte: putting vs of their fruices,eucn 
into our boates, Pulberies, Raſpis, and ſuch other fruites 
as they founde ready by the way. 

Doone after this came thither the king with his b2xethzen, 
and others with bowes and arrowes in their handes, vling 
therewithall a goodly and a graue faſhion, with their beha· 
uiour right ſouldierlike, and as warlike boldnes as may be. 
They were naked and painted as the other, their haire likes 
wiſe long, and truſſed vp(with a lace made ofherbes) to the 
top ol their heads: but they had neither their wines no2 chil⸗ 
dꝛen in their companie. Aſter we had a good while louingly 
entertemed and p2eſentev them with like crifts ol haberſher 
wares, cutting hookes and hatchers, and clothed the king & 
his bꝛechnen with like robes,as we had giuen to them on the 
ocher ide: we cutred and vie tenthe countrie thereaboutes, 
Mech is che ſaireſt. run ĩulleſt, pleaſanteſt oł al the wozld, 
Abaunding in hon y, veniſon, wilde foule, fozefts, woods of 
all ſoꝛtes, Palme tres, Cypꝛeſſe and Cedars, Bayes þ highs 
elt and greatcſt, with alſo the fayzeſt vines in all the wozld, 


zich gray: actewing. which without natural art and with ⸗ 
dut nn helpe oꝛtrumming will grow to coppes of OR 


Ad other trers that be ofa wonderfull greatnefle +-heinhe. 
And the ſight of the fatremevowes is a pleaſure not able to 
be expꝛeſſed with tongue: full ol Hernts. Curlues, Bitters. 
Pallards, Egreptha, woodcoc ks, all other kinde of ſmall 
birds: with Parts, Hindes, Buckes, wilde Swine , and ail 
other kindes of wilde beaſtes, ar we perceiued well both by 


woꝛmts in meruei⸗ 


:lous ntunber,a great deale fairer and better, then be our filk 
an Fa wopnes, 
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wonnes. To bee ſhozt,it is a thing vnſpeakeable to conſider 
the thinges that bee ſeene there, and ſhalbe founde moze and 
mo2e,in this incomperable lande, which neuer yet bzoken 
with plough pꝛons, bꝛingeth loꝛth al things accoꝛding to his 
firft nature, wherewith the; eternall God indued it. A- 
bout their houſes they labour and till the grounde, ſowing 
their fieldes with a graine called Pahis, whereof they 
make their meale : and in their Gardens they plant beanes, 
ccourdes,cucumbers,Citrons,peaſon,and many other fruits 
androotes bnknowen vntovs . Their ſpades and mat- 
tocks be made of Wood, ſo well and ficly as is poſſible : 
which they make with certaine ſtones, oyſter ſhelles e muſs 
cles,wherewith alſo thep make their bowes and ſmal launs 
ces: and cut & poliſh all ſoztes of wood, that they implopxe a- 
bout their buildings,andneceſſarie vſe: There groweth al- 
— Walnut trees Haſell trees, Cheritrees, very faire 
great, 

And generally wee haue ſeene,thereof the ſame ſimples 
and herbes that wee haue in Fraunce,and ofthe like goov- 
neſſe,ſattour and taſte, The people be very good archers, 
and of great ſtrength : Their bowe ſtringes are made of 
Leather, and their arrowes of Reedes which they doe head 
with the teeth of fiſhes. As we now demaunded ol them con» 
cerning þ land called Seuola,whereof ſome haue mitten 
not to bee karre from thence, and to bee ſituate within the 
lande,and toward the Sea called the Houth Sea, They 
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had nomeane to enter the riners with our ſhippe; And al 
beit, it was not their cuſtome epther to eate oz dzinke from 
che Sunne riſing till his going downe : pet the king open- 
ly woulde needes dzinke with vs, pꝛaying vs verie gently to 
giue him the cuppe whereout we haddzunke; and ſo making 
him to vnderſtande that wee woulde ſee him againe the next 
day,we retired to our ſhippes, which lay aboue ſixe leagues 
from the hauen to the ſea, 

The next day in the mozning we returned to land againe, 
accompanied wich the Captaines, Gentlemen, and Souldt⸗ 


ers, and other of our ſmall trope: cariyng with vs a Pillour 


oʒ columme ofharde ſtone, our kings armes graued therein, 
to plant and ſet the ſame in the enterte of the Poꝛte in ſome 
high place, where it might bee eaſely ſeene, and being come 
thither befoze the Jndians were aſſembled, we eſpied on the 
ſouth ſyde ol the Riuer a place very fitte for that purpoſe, vp 
on a litle hill, compaſſed with Cypꝛes, Bayes, Paulmes and 
other trees, wich ſweete ſmelling and pleaſant ſhmbbes. In 
the middle whereof we planted the firſt bound oꝛ limit of his 
Maieſtie. This done percetuing our firſt Indians aſſem- 
bled, not without ſome milliking of thoſe on the Souch 
parte, where we had ſet the limitte, who taried fo vs in the 
ſame place where chep met with vs che day bee, ſeeming 
bnto vs chat there is ſoine enimitie betweene them and the 
others.

— haue bꝛought ſome, Alſo lead like vnto ours which we ſhews 
copper in Floti . ep. Alla turqueſſes.andgreat aboundance ofpearles-whiche 
EnrqueTrsand as they declared vnto vs they tooke out of oyſters, whereof 
avowidance ot there is taken cuer along the riucr ſide, ꝙ among the retdes, 
Foarthes. and in the marchen: and ſo merueylous abounzance ag is 
kant credible: and we haue perceitted that there be as many 
and as faire pcarles found there as iu any countrey of the 
wozlde, Fa wee ſawe a man of theirs es we entered into 
dur boates, chat had a pearle hanging at acollcr ofgolde and 
Peattes as big ſiluer about his necke, as great as an Acoꝝne at leaſt, This 
as acomes, man as he had taken ſiſhe in one ol their fiſhing packs there⸗ 
by hꝛought thar lame to our boates, and our men perceiuing 
the greatneſle therof, one of them putting his finger toward 
it, the man dewe backe, and woulde no moe come neare the 
boate: not fo2 any feare that he bad that they woulde haue tas 
ken his Colter Pearle from him fo2 he would haue giuen 

it them, fi a looking glaſſeoꝝ a knife: 
But that hee — leſt they woulde haue pulled him in⸗ 
tothe boatt, y ſo by fozce haue tarird him away. Me was one 
ol the goodlieſt men al all the company. But foz that we had 
no leaſure to tary any longer with them, che day being well 
paſſed, whiche greencd vs, fox the commoditte and great ri · 
ches,whichr as wee vnderſtaode and ſawe migbe bee gotten 
ture, deſiring alſato employ ther cſt of the dap wichour (e- 
conealtance the Judians an the ſoirthſide, as we pereeiugp 
chem the vaybefoze, which tall taried looking foꝛ vs: Nee 
paſſed che riuer to their ſhoze, where. —— ta⸗ 


were goodly men and well ſhapen and of a wonderſillHow 
ol actmities,haning vpon their heades, one haire trufſey 


vp⸗ 
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vpꝛight ol heygbt, of ſome kinde of wild beaſt gathered and 
wꝛought together with great cunning, methed and faſte d 
aſter the fozme of a Diademe. One of them had hanging a⸗ 
bout his nec ke a rounde plate ofredde copper well poli⸗ 
ſhed, with one ocher leſſer of Siluer in the middeſt of ic, & at 
his eare a litle plate of Copper where with they vſe to ſtripe 
the ſweat from their bodies. They ſhewed vs that there was 
great ſtoze of this mettell within the countrey, about ftue oz 
ſire daics iourney from thence, boch in the ſouthſide & nozth- 
ſide ofthe ſame riuers, and that they went chither in their 
Boates. Thich Boates they make but of one piece of a 
tree, woozking it whole ſo cunningly and featly, that they 
put in one of thele boates fifteene oz twentie perſons,and go 
their wayes very ſafely. They that rowe ſtande vpꝛight ha- 
uing their ozes ſhoꝛt after the faſhion of a Peele, Thus being 
among them they pzelented vs with meale dꝛeſſed & baked, 
very good x wel taſted, and of good nouriſhmt᷑t, alſo beanes, 
and fiſh, as crabbes,lobſars,creuiſes, and many other kinde 
of good fiſhes, ſhewing vs by ignes þ their dwellings were 
karre off, and if their pꝛoulſlon had been neert hande, they 
woulde haue n bs with manye other — 


inges. 

The night nowe appꝛoching, we were faine to returne 
to our hippe very much tu dur griete.: foꝛ chat wee durſte 
tioc ha$atbe t eiſter wich our Shippe { by reaſon of a barrs 
of lade, that was at the enterte of the Poꝛte, howe be it, at 
a full Sea there is two fadome and a halfe of water at che 
leaſt, and it is but a leape ouer a ſurge to paſſe this Barre, 
nat palling the length oftwo cables, and then koꝛchwich e⸗ 
uery where within ſire oz ſeuen fadome water. So that it 
maketh a very fayze hauen, and Shippes ofameane burden 
from foureſtoze to a hundꝛed tunnes may enter therein at all 
floodes, vea of a fare greater burthen, if there were French 
men dwelling there that might Ckoure the enter ye as they 
doe in Ftaunce: for there is noching lau feu che 
kyfe ui mm. The ſituatioa is wwer: the cle vExtr; 
dugrees, a good climate 3 and of a good 

tem 
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temperature, merueilous pleaſãt, p people good,# of a good 
and amiable nature, which willingly will obay: yea be con · 
tent to ſerue thoſe that ſhall with gentlenes and humanitie 
goe about to allure them, as it is needful fo2 thoſe that be ſent 
thither hereafter ſo to doe, and as J haue charged thoſe that 
be left there to do, to the ende they may aſke and learne of thẽ 
where they take their gold, copper, and turqueſſes, and other 
thinges yet vnknowen vnto vs: by reaſon of the time we ſo⸗ 
iourned there. Fo? if any rude 02 tigoꝛous me anes ſhould be 
vſed towards this people, they woulde flie hither and thither 
though the Aoods and Fozeſts, and abandon their habita- 
tions and countreys. 

The next dap being the thirde day ol May, deſiring al- 
waies to finde out harbours to reſt in, we ſet vp ſaile agame: 
And afcer we had raunged che coaſt as neere the ſhoze as we 
could. there appeared vnto vs about ſeuen leagues of on this 
ſive ofÞ riuer ol ay a great opening o2 Bay of ſome riuer, 
whicher with one of our boates we rowed,# there found one 
entrie almoſt like þ of the riuer of May, and within the ſame 
as great a depch, and as large adiuiding it ſelfe into many 
great ſfreames, great and bzoade ſtretchinges cowardes 
the high lande, with many other lefſe, that diuide the couns 
trey into faire and great landes and great number of ſmall 
and fayze Medowes. Being entred into them about thzee 
leagues, wee found in a place very commodious, ſtrong, and 
pleaſant of ſituation certayne Indians, who receiued vs ve⸗ 
ry gently: Bowe be it, we being ſomewhat neare their hou⸗ 
ſes, it ſeemed it was ſomewhat againſt their good willes that 
we went thither,foz at their cries and noyſes they made their 
wiues and childzen and hoſhoulde ſtuffe co be caried into che 
Woods; Howebe it they ſuffered vs co goe into their hou- 
ſes, but they themſelues woulde not accompany vs thither, 
Their houſes bee made of Mood ſitly and cloſe , ſet vpꝛight 
and couered with Reedes: the moſt part ofthem after the fa- 
ſhion of a pauilion. But there was one houle amongeſt the 
rel? verie long and bꝛoade, ä 
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el Needes trimly couched together, which ſerne chem boch 
fo2 beddes and ſeates, they be of height two foote fromthe 
— vpon great rounde pillers painted with red, ye⸗ 
owe, and blewe, well and trimlie poliſhed: ſome ſoꝛte of thin 
people perteiuig that we had in uu maner wiſehurted their 
qwellings noz gardens whiche they drefled very diligently, 
they returned all vnto vs befoze our inbarking,ſeeming very 
well contented by their giuing vnto vs water, fruites, and 
— — — 
ground 

foꝛch Wheate and all other cone twiſe a yeere, and the com ; Great fertllicls, 
modities foz liue lihood, and the hope ol moꝛe riches, bee like 

vnto thoſe we found and conſidered von the riuer of Pay, 
without comming into the ſea : this arme doch diuide, and 
maketh many other Ales of May, as alſo many other great 
landes: by the which wee trauell from one Jlande to ano · 
betweene lande and land. And it ſeemeth that men may 
ſayle without though al the countr ey, and neuer en- 
ter into the great were a wonderfull aduancage.

had ſayled about ſixe oʒ ſeuen leagues, there appeared vnto 
vs another Bay, where we caſt anker, and carrping ſo all the 
night. in the moꝛning wee went thitcher, and finding ( by our 
launding) ar the entrie many bankes and deatings, we durſt 
not enter chere wich vur gtrat dip, hauung named the riner 
Vomme which is 8.9. 10. 1 i. fudome depch, diulding itſelfe 
into many great I lands, and ſmall. goodly medow grounds 
and paſtures, and euery where ſuch abundance of ſiſh as is 
incredible,and on the — — 27 
riuer that counneth fd the countrie ol a great length ouer 
and another on che Noztheaſt ſide,. which returne into te 
Sea. Oo that (mp Ldhit is a countrie full of hauens, ri 


—— uers, and J lands, of ſuch fruicfulnes as cannot with tongue 


be expꝛeſſed: and where in ſhozt time great and precious ce 
bee fotnd, And belives this weediſcouered 

eas great and as good tutting

their great veſſels in the Sea, farre from the land, vnfurni⸗ 
ſhed ofthe heads and beſt men, As fo2 5 other riuers we haut

Upon Whitſunday the xxvii. day of May, after wee had 
perceiued and conſidered that there was no remedie, but to 
allay to find the meanes to harber our ſhips as wel to amend 
and crimme chem, as to get vs freſh water, wood, and other 
necefſaries, whereof wee hauing opinion chat there was no 
fayrer 02 fitter place ta thepurpoſe, then pot Royall. And 3 
when wee had ſounded the entrie andthe Chanell (thanked Po!t toyalla 
be.God) wee entered ſafelytherein with eur ſhippes, a- n aer 
gainlk che opinion of matey , finding the ſame ont of the lar · 
reſt and greateſt Hauens ofthe wozlve. | 

Howe be it, it muſt be remembꝛed leaſt men appꝛoching Note, 
nere it within ſeuen leagues of the lande, bee abathed and a⸗ 
trade on the-Ealtſide,diawing to warde the Southeaft, the

oz touching any part thereof, and in leauing in chat place 


littie Beades of glaſſe,which they loue and eſteeme about 
golde and pear les, foxto hang them at their cares and neck, 
and to giue them to their wiues and chien: they wert 
ſomewhat emboldened. 

Foz ſome of them came to our boates, of the which wee 
carried two goodly and ſtrong abooꝛde our ſhippes,clothing 
and vſing them as gently as it was poſſible, But they ceaſed 
not dap noz nyghe to lament, and at length they eſcaped as 
way, Wherefoze albe it, I was willing ( accowding to your 
commauudement and memoziall ) to laing away ſome of 
them with vs, on the Pꝛinces behalfe and pours, J fozbare 
to doe ſo foz many conſiderations aud reaſons that they tuld 
mee, and fo; that we were in doubt chat(leauing ſame ol our 
men there tomhabite )all the Countrie, men, women, and 

ceaſed to purſue them foz to haue 
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erueltte in ba, as in other people andnations,of whom they 
haue beene beguiled vnder colour of good faith: whiche do- 
ing inthe ende turned to the doers no good, This is the ri-
